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REPORT. 






To the Honorable the General Assembly of Rhode Island. ';> . 

Gentlemen: — As required by the provisions of section six, chapter /^ - 
one hundred and eighty-seven, of the General Laws, I herewith pre- 
sent my annual report upon the condition and proceedings of the 
several railroad corporations chartered or doing business in the 
State, together with such suggestions and recommendations in regard 
thereto, as seem to me to be of importance to the welfare of the public. 

The annual returns of the several steam and electric railroads 
organized under the laws of this State, or doing business or operating 
railroads within its territory, will be found in full in the appendix, 
with tables compiled therefrom giving the more important statistics 
of their operation. These returns, as required by law, are made u^ 
to June 31, 1904. 

My general report, however, is for the calendar year from January 
1, 1904, to December 31, 1904. 

The total mileage of the steam railroads of the United States, 
according to the best information I could obtain, is 213,907 miles, 
an increase during the year of 3,832 miles. This is the smallest in- 
crease in railroad mileage that has been reported since the year 
1898, when it was 3,265 miles; for 1903 the increase was 5,723 miles. 
The increase in mileage is largely confined to the western and north- 
western States. 

The returns made to the United States Interstate Commerce 
Commission from roads operating 209,002 miles of line show that 
the gross earnings for the year ending June 30, 1904, amount to 
$1,966,633,821, made up of passenger earnings of $539,428,374, 
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freight earnings of :8r;377,684,976, and miscellaneous earnings of

$49,520,471. Tw Average of gross earnings per mile was $9,410, an 

increase over ^Wi^- previous year of $152 per mile, and the largest 

ever repgrted' to the Commission. For the same time the operating 

expense^ of- .these roads amounted to $1,332,382,948, or $6,375 per 

mile oj.^i^je, an increase over the previous year of $250 per mile. 

Tke-net earnings for the year 1904 were $634,250,873, or $6,393,215 

* leSis-liian for the preceding year. The amount of dividends declared 

\ "was $184,450,446, an increase over the preceding year of $23,594^139. 

"The surplus, however, was reduced from $99,227,469 to $52,078,947, 

a net loss in surplus of $47,148,532. 

There has been a great increase in the matter of accidents on the 
railroads of the country, in the number of passengers killed and 
irijured, as well as in the number of employees killed and injured. 
For the year ending June 30, 1904, there were 321 passengers killed 
and 8,077 injured in train accidents. There were ten unusually 
disastrous accidents, eight of them collision of trains, which furnished 
about 23 per cent, of the number killed. There were reported to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission over 6,000 collisions and 4,800 
derailments of trains. 

During the same time 3,367 employees were killed and 43,266 
injured. This shows a large increase over the previous year, which 
was unexpected, as it was supposed that with the use of the automatic 
coupling, air brakes and other safety appliances the dangers to rail- 
road employees would be greatly lessened. 

Among the reasons given for the increase in accidents are de- 
fective air brakes, defective coupling arrangements,' laxity of dis- 
ciphne, long hours of labor, employment of inexperienced men, etc., 
etc. 

It is a disgrace to the enterprise, intelligence, and business ability 
of the railroad managers of the United States to be obliged to admit 
that there is no country in the world where it is so dangerous for 
persons to ride upon the cars or to be employed in the operations of 
railroads as in the United States. 
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One of the most important features of modern railway progress 
is the establishment of relief departments for railroad employees, 
to which both the railroads tod the employees contribute. Perhaps 
the most successful of these enterprises is that of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company. This was established in 1880, and consists 
of three features, viz.: relief, savings, and pensions. The extent 
of the operations in these several departments is something quite 
wonderful when it is remembered that they embrace only the em- 
ployees of one railroad company. 

In the relief department the receipts for the year ending June 30, 
1903, were $917,725.22 including $10,000 given by the railroad com- 
pany. The disbursements were for death benefits, accident, $211,- 
000; death benefits, natural, $188,647; disablement benefits, acci- 
dent, $150,059.29; disablement benefits, sickness, $203,589.79; sur- 
gical expenses, $20,156.14; contributions returned to members, 
$11,679.19; advances to the members for the purchase of artificial 
limbs, $2,620.55; operating expenses, $73,139.12; making total 
disbursement of $860,791.08. 

In the savings department the total assets are $2,957,686.30; of 
this $2,872,912.22 is due depositors. The amount loaned to em- 
ployees on first mortgage of real estate is $1,389,026.04. This 
amount has been expended in building 1,602 houses, buying 2,174 
homesteads, improving 473 homesteads, and releasing liens on 1,227 
properties. 

A dividend of one and one-half per cent, was paid to depositors 
in the savings feature having accounts drawing interest at the close 
of the fiscal year June 30th, 1904, making, with the interest guaran- 
teed by the railroad company, five and one-half per cent, for the 
year. 

In the pension department the receipts for the year, including 
$75,000 contributed by the railroad company, were $190,249.79; 
the disbursements were $66,697.83; the surplus in hands of treasurer, 
$298,595.46. There are 354 pensioners on the roll; the whole num- 
ber pensioned since the organization of the department is 830. 
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Such organizations, fostered and aided by the railroad corpora- 
tions, are a potent factor in promoting that harmony and unity of 
action between employers and employees which are so essential to 
the success of any enterprise, but doubly so in the case of railroad 
corporations. 

SUMMARY OF STATISTICS. 

The number of steam raUroad corporations incorporated under the 
laws of this State or doing business therein remains the same as last 
year, viz.: fourteen. Of these corporations, ten are operated by the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, either by 
ownership of stock or upon long leases. The four remaining cor- 
porations, viz.: The Narragansett Pier Railroad, the Wood River 
Branch Railroad, the Moshassuck Valley Railroad, and the New- 
port and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company, are still 
operated under their own charters. 

The railroads in this State have suffered in the general railroad 
depression of the past year, every road showing a decrease in the 
number of passengers carried with the exception of the Narragansett. 
Pier railroad, which reports an increase of 48,160. The total de- 
crease in the number of passengers carried is nearly five hundred and 
fifty thousand. Every road also shows a decrease in tons of mer- 
chandise carried with the exception of the Moshassuck Valley Rail- 
road Company and the Newport and Wickford Railroad and Steam- 
boat Company, which report gains, respectively, of 21,462 tons and 
166 tons. The total decrease in tons of merchandise carried is over 
seven hundred thousand tons. 

That the railroads in this State have been managed with care- 
fulness and efficiency is shown by the fact that, while they have 
carried over sixty-three million passengers, not one has been killed 
during the year, and only seven were injured; and in none of these 
cases does there appear to have been any one at fault except the 
parties themselves. 
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PROPERTY. 

. The paid up capital stock of the several steam railroad corpora- 
tions is $132,150,850.00; miles of road owned and operated, 2,515+; 
miles of road in this State, 209+ ; miles of track in this State, in- 
cluding sidings, turnouts and second tracks, 443+. The number of 
locomotives owned, 1,062; passenger train cars, 2,077; freight cars, 
17,752. 

As compared with last year's report, these figures show an increase 
in capital stock of $1,649,420; an increase in miles of road owned 
and operated, 20+, wholly without this State; an increase of about 
three miles in single track in this State; an increase in number of 
locomotives of 72; an increase in passenger train cars, 128; increase 
in freight cars, 3,391. 

The total property and assets of these corporations is reported as 
$242,551,202.42, which is $28,563,938.57 over and above the total 
amount of their capital stock and funded and floating indebtedness. 
This report shows an increase in property and assets of $33,861,623.65. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of these corporations is $61,435,317.77; the float- 
ing debt is $20,401,096.08; total indebtedness, $81,836,413.85. As 
compared with last year's report, these figures show an increase in 
funded debt of $9,199,700.00; an increase in floating debt of $11,- 
418,477.93; an increase in total indebtedness of $20,618,177.93. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts from all sources were $53,387,596.69; total 
expenditures, $44,160,250.73; net earnings, $9,227,345.96. As com- 
pared with report of last year these figures show aii increase in re- 
ceipts of $1,351,214.82; a decrease in the expenditures of $919^- 
874.92; and an increase in net earnings of $2,271,089.74. The re- 
ceipts of the roads were derived from the following sources, viz.: 
from passenger departments, $23,517,433.37; from freight depart- 
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ments, $24,476,213.19; from rents of road, express privileges, trans- 
portation of the mails and all other sources, $5,393,950.13. As com- 
pared with last year's report, these figures show an increase in re- 
ceipts from passenger departments of $486,287.16; an increase in 
receipts from freight departments of $475,812.09; and from mis- 
cellaneous sources an increase of $389,115.57. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by nine of the railroad corporations; the 
dividends paid by six of them^ however, were from rentals received 
from lease of roads. The rates and amounts of dividends were as 
follows:

The Rhode Island and Massachusetts Railroad, which is operated 
by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, paid no divi- 
dend; reports receipts, $16.74, with no expenses. 

The Wood River Branch, no dividend; reports deficit, $202.09. 

The Newport and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company 
paid no dividend; reports deficit, $1,862.47. 

The Woonsocket and Pq,scoag Railroad paid no dividends, its 
receipts from lease of road paying interest on its funded, indebtedness. 

The Moshassuck Valley Railroad paid no dividend, but reports 
no indebtedness, and net earnings of $1^287.72. 

The Narragansett Pier Railroad paid a dividend of two per cent., 
but reports deficit in operation for the year of $943.03. 



REPORT OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. 9 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The total number of passengers carried by all the roads was 63,- 
473,533, a decrease of 549,826. The New, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad reports a decrease of 583,740; The Newport and Wickford 
Railroad and Steamboat Company, a decrease of 2,042; the Narra- 
gansett Pier Railroad Company, an increase of 48,150; the Wood 
River Branch, a decrease of 310; and the Moshassuck Valley, a 
decrease of 11,894. 

MERCHANDISE TRANSPORTED. 

The total number of tons merchandise transported was 17,730,891; 
a decrease of 713,310. All the roads report a decrease except the 
Newport and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company and the 
Moshassuck Valley Railroad. These roads report an increase, re- 
spectively, of 166 and 21,462 tons. 

RATES OP FARE. 

Rates of fare for local tickets range from 1.919 cents per mile, the 
average rate of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company, to 5 cents per mile on the Newport and Wickford Railroad 
and Steamboat Company. Commutation tickets from 0.584 cents per 
mile, on the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, 
to 2J cents per mile on the Newport and Wickford Railroad and 
Steamboat Company. 

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

The total number of persons employed in this State by all the 
roads is reported as 2,625, a decrease of 1. This is the total number 
of employees who receive their pay in this State; many employees 
on trains that run through this State receive their pay in Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut, and are credited to those States. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

There has been expended during the year for new equipment and 
repairs the sum of $11,416,441.84; for maintenance of way and 
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structures, $8,093,271.52. These amounts have all been charged to 
expense account. Of the 1,062 locomotives, all are equipped with 
driver brakes; of the 2,077 passenger train cars, all are equipped 
with power brakes, and 1,481 have the improved quick acting pat- 
tern. Of the 17,752 freight cars, 17,382 have power brakes, and 
17,726 are equipped with automatic couplers, as required by the laws 
of the United States. 

The rolling stock of the principal roads has been kept in good 
repair, and many additions have been made in the line of passenger 
cars. There is still a great deficiency in the line of heavy locomotives 
for passenger traffic. Many of the engines used on the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad are of antique pattern and small 
size, not capable of hauling the long trains of heavy cars now used 
on throuffh routes and making time as required by time tables. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

The number of passenger cars heated by direct steam is 1,946; by 
steam heaters, 54; and by hot water, 2. None are reported in which 
stoves are used. I think there has been quite an improvement in 
the matter of the regulation of the heat in passenger cars, but there 
is still room for improvement, not only in the line of a more uniform 
temperature, but also in the matter of suitable ventilation. 

LIGHTING OF CARS. 

On the 8th of^December I received the following letter from the 
attorney of thejjNew York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany in regard to the lieihting of their passenger cars with a new. 
illuminating gas: 

The New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, 

Providence, R. I., December 7th, 1904. 
Hon. E. L. Freeman, 

Railroad Commissioner j Providence, R. L 

Dear Sir: — ^The undersigned respectfully applies for permission to light its 
passenger cars with illuminating gas of the Commercial Acetylene Company. 
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This gas contains neither naphtha, nor is it made wholly or in part irom coal or 
petroleum, or other substance ,or material which will ignite at a temperature x>f 
less than 300 degrees Fahrenheit. • 

This gas is in general use by railroad companies, among which are the New 
York Central and the Delaware, Lackawana and Western, and has been approved 
by the Board of Fire Underwriters. 

If you so desire I shall be pleased to have an expert appear before you and give 
further facts in regard to the composition and use of the gas.

Dear Sir: — ^Yours of the 7th inst. received, asking permission for the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. R. R. Co. to light its passenger cars with illuminating gas of the Com- 
mercial Acetylene Company. Section 26 of Chapter 187 of the General Laws 
of this State provides that *' no passenger car on any railroad shall be lighted by 
naphtha or by any illuminating oil or fluid made in part of naphtha, or wholly 
or in part from coal or petroleum, or other substance or material which will ignite 
at a temperature of less than three hundred degrees Fahrenheit." If the illumi- 
nating gas referred to in your communication does not comply with the law, I 
have no power to grant permission for its use; if it does comply with the law, my 
permission is not needed.

BRIDGES. 

The number of bridges reported is 195; of these 18 are constructed 
of stone, 83 of iron, and 94 of wood. This is one less than reported 
last year. Many bridges have been strengthened to permit the safe 
moving of larger locomotives now required to draw the larger and 
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heavier trains now in use on through lines. The overhead bridge 
at Mineral Spring avenue, Pawtucket, has been materially strength- 
ened so as to carry the new cars of the street railway company. 

STATIONS. 

The number of regular stopping places for trains is reported as 
114; in addition there are 48 flag stations; station buildings or 
shelters are provided at 127 places. There have been but few 
changes in the condition of the station buildings since my last re- 
port, except a natural depreciation on account of age and lack of 
proper care. At Manton a combined passenger and freight station 
has been built to I'eplace the former shelter. This building is of 
wood, 20 feet wide by 50 feet in length, with metal roof, and has 
suitable heating and other arrangements. 

At Kingston a much needed shelter has been erected over the 
platform at the junction of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad and the Narragansett Pier Railroad. 

At Woonsocket a new freight station building has been, erected 
on the site of the former Midland passenger station. 

The station building at Pawtucket is entirely inadequate to accom- 
modate the great number of persons who take trains at this station. In 
addition to the many other inconveniences, the baggage room is on the 
opposite side of the tracks from the ticket office, requiring the crossing 
of the tracks in order to get tickets or to check baggage. This con- 
stant crossing of the tracks is a greater source of danger than the 
grade crossing at the south end of station, as there are no gates or 
flagmen especially to warn people of their danger, and it is only 
because of the vigilance of the station employees that more accidents 
have not occurred at this point. This alone, in view of the fact of 
the many express and freight trains that run through this station 
without stopping, some at high rates of speed, and the constant 
danger to life and limb, is sufficient to justify the demand for a new 
station building at this place which shall provide decent accommo- 
dations for the. comfort and safety of passengers.. 
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GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The total number of grade crossings is reported as 216, a decrease 
of one over the number reported last year. The number of private 
or farm crossings reported is 326, an increase of one over the number 
reported last year. 

There have been no new grade crossings allowed by the Commis- 
sioner during the year. 

Early in May the counsel for the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad called my attention to the fact that the Pawtucket 
Street Railway Company were preparing to lay a double track across 
the tracks of the East Providence branch at Broadway, Pawtucket, 
without having obtained permission so to do. This was followed 
by a petition from the Rhode Island Company, as the lessee of the 
Pawtucket Street Railway Company, asking foi: permission to lay an 
additional track over the said Broadway crossing. 

An examination showed that the track across the East Providence 
branch at Broadway was that of the Interstate Consolidated Street 
Railway Company ^whiich had been allowed by their charter, and 
that the said Interstate Railway Company had been sold to the 
Suburban Railway Company; that as a matter of fact these several 
companies were all under one management, and that the only change 
from present conditions was that of an additional track at the cross- 
ing rendered necessary by the change in the Pawtucket system from 
narrow to standard gauge. Accordingly I gave permission for the 
additional track under certain conditions, which will' be found in 
full in the correspondence attached hereto. 

The most important action in regard to the abolishment of grade 
crossings is that taken in connection with the doing away of the three 
most dangerous grade crossings in the State, viz. : at Acorn, Grove, 
and Dike streets in the city of Providence. 

GRADE CROSSINGS IN PROVIDENCE. 

On the 22nd of November, 1901, the General Assembly passed 
an act entitled " An act to abolish certain dangerous grade crossings 
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in the City of Providence." Under this act the city of Providence 
and the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company were 
authorized to enter into a mutual agreement for the purpose of 
abolishing the grade crossings at Dike, Grove, and Acorn streets, 
and for doing all other things rendered necessary thereby. 

Both parties at onqe commenced the work of preparing plans, 
plats, and the main details rendered necessary before any agreement 
could be made satisfactory to the city committee and the railroad 
officials. Finally, on the 18th of May, 1904, the agreement was 
consummated and with the plans was filed in the office of the Rail- 
road Commissioner. I at once advertised the fact, according to the 
provisions of chapter 931, giving notice to all persons who might 
wish to file claims for damages to do so within sixty days. 

Many claims were filed at the office of the Railroad Commissioner, 
and the first hearing was given at the State House on the 4th day of 
November. This was followed by hearings on the 10th, 17th, and 
30th of the same month. The claimants were represented by counsel, 
and the city of Providence by its mayor, the city solicitor, and the 
commissioner of public works, and all parties were fully heard. 

While the hearings were in progress the city authorities settled 
with many of the claimants, and on the 31st of December I filed 
my report and award of damages with the clerk of the common pleas 
division of the supreme court, as required by chapter 931, and after- 
wards, by order of the court, advertised the same, and also served 
personal notice on each of the claimants. 

It was the first time in the history of this State that the duty of 
giving hearings and deciding upon the claims of persons for damages 
caused by the closing of streets or the abolishing of grade crossings 
has devolved upon the Railroad Commissioner, and though, perhaps, 
not strictly in the line of his duties as prescribed by the General 
Laws, yet he gave the matter his best thought and endeavored to 
decide every case, according to the evidence presented, in a fair and 
impartial manner. Thus far no appeal from his decision has been 
filed. 
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The city authorities have been prompt in attending to their duties 
under the agreement, having extended and greatly improved Barre 
street, and are ready to close up Acorn, Grove, and Dike streets and 
abolish those very dangerous grade crossings as soon as the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad will perform their part of 
the agreement by building the overhead highway bridge near the 
junction of Teft.and Dean streets. 

This will be followed by a re-arran^ement of the railroad tracks; 
and when the improvement is completed and the necessary fences 
erected, everything will have been done by the railroad company 
and the city of Providence to prevent accidents at this location, 
where in the past many Uves have been lost. 

On the 16th of February, 1904, 1 received from Mr. Isaac Marshall, 
superintendent of the Taunton Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, a communication asking 
consideration of the proposition to substitute an electric crossing 
bell or gong at the grade crossing near the Bristol Ferry station, in 
place of the flagman stationed there. I informed him that he might 
put in the bell, and that when it was ready for operation I would 
visit the crossing and witness its operation, and if satisfactory, would 
authorize the withdrawal of the flagman. 

He reported that the bell was duly installed, and on the 29th of 
April I visited the crossing, witnessed the operation of the bell, and 
on the 30th gave permission for the withdrawal of the flagman on 
the 7th of May. I also ordered a notice posted on each side of the 
Grossing to the effect that on and after May 7 the crossing would be 
protected by the electric bells instead of by gates and flagmen. I 
have been informed that the bell has operated satisfactorily. 

On the 13th of May, 1904, 1 received a communication from A. R. 
Whaley, superintendent of the Worcester Division, New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, asking permission to sub- 
stitute electric bells or gongs in place of flagmen at the several grade 
crossings in the city of Pawtucket, on the East Providence branch 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, 
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known as Beverage Hill road, Campbell street, Smith street, Prairie 
avenue, Walcott street, and Brook street. 

He also asked permission to substitute bells at the Cottage street 
and North Main street crossings in said city, and at Hunt street in 
the city of Central Falls. 

In response to this request I visited the several grade crossings 
referred to, made a careful examination of each, and on the 25th 
of May gave permission to substitute electric gongs or bells at the 
several crossings known as Beverage Hill road, Campbell street, 
Smith street, Prairie avenue, Walcott street, and Brook street. At 
these crossings there were no gates, the view was generally unob- 
structed, the number of trains passing small, and the road was used 
only for freight purposes. I therefore granted permission to install 
the bell system, and gave notice that when it was ready for operation 
I would examine its workings. 

In regard to the crossing at North Main street and also at Hunt 
street I declined to favor the proposed change, as the conditions at 
those crossings were radically different from those at the other 
crossings named. 

After the electric bell system was installed I went over the road 
and examined its workings; in every instance the bells worked 
satisfactorily, giving a sufficient and timely warning of the approach 
of trains. On the 26th of -November I consented to the withdrawal 
of the flagmen, requiring notice of the fact to be posted at both sides 
of each crossing. 

This withdrawal of the flagmen proved very unsatisfactory to 
many of the city officials and others. Mayor Higgins presented the 
case to the Board of Aldermen of the city of Pawtucket, and on the 
26th of December that body passed a resolution requesting that 
the flagmen be restored at each of the crossings. A petition was also 
presented on the 29th, from the executive committee of the Paw- 
tucket Merchants' Association, to the same effect. 

I notified the city clerk of Pawtucket, and also the railroad officials, 
that I would give a pubhc hearing upon the petition at the State 
House in Providence on the 30th day of December. 
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This hearing was largely attended by citizens of Pawtucket, and 
the city was represented by Mayor Higgins, City Solicitor Blodgett, 
arid others; while in behalf of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, Division Superintendent Kennedy and its attorney, 
N. W. Smith, appeared. 

Mayor Higgins and City Solicitor Blodgett presented the case in 
behalf of the petitioners, and there were many persons present to give 
their experience in connection with the new system. 

Statements were made that sometimes some of the bells would 
ring continuously for an hour or more, and at other times they 
would not ring when a train was approaching, and it was the general 
opinion that flagmen, with all their faults, were preferable to the 
bells. 

After the adjournment of the hearing I at once investigated the 
statements in regard to the working of the bells, and found that for 
several days in succession the railroad company had been making 
repairs on one of the tracks, and had used one track for both north 
and south bound trains. I found also that while thus engaged they 
had neglected to flag the trains at the crossings as they should have 
done. Further investigation also showed that, owing to the fact 
that some of those grade crossings were located so near to each other, 
it was almost' or quite impossible, when switching from a long train, 
to prevent the ringing of some of the bells at times when they shoiild 
not ring, and also the failure to ring when they should do so. There- 
fore, after a full consideration, I subsequently notified the railroad 
officials to replace the flagmen at all the crossings where they had 
been withdrawn. 

I have not changed my opinion that at all rural grade crossings, 
where there is comparatively a small amount of travel and where 
there are but few trains, these electric bells are more reliable than 
flagmen and are a better warning to travelers. 

It is almost impossible by any device to keep people off the tracks 
at grade crossings. They dodge under gates and by flagmen, and 
rush upon the tracks in spite of the warnings given. If persons 

8 
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approaching grade crossings would heed the injunction, " Stop, Look, 
and Listen," there would be no accidents at grade crossings. It is a 
fact that in nearly every case of accident at grade crossings in this 
State, the persons injured have been at fault. 

On the 14th of October I received a petition from residents of 
Greene, asking that a crossing tender or flagman be stationed at the 
grade crossing at the railroad station of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company in tha,t village. On the 19th of the 
same month I visited the station at Greene and examined the cross- 
ing at that station. In view of the fact that said crossing is what 
is known as an open crossing, that the only obstruction to sight of 
trains approaching might be caused by piles of lumber loaded on 
cars or left in piles ready for loading, and this only from the north, 
and also that there are but a few trains and that all trains stopped 
at the station, I decided that it was not necessary to require the rail- 
road company to place and maintain a flagman at that point. 

On the 29th of October I received a communication from the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company stating that 
in the re-arrangement of the tracks in the village of Valley Falls it 
was necessary to slightly change the location of some of the tracks 
at Titus and Mill streets, and to construct two additional tracks 
across Mill street, and asking my consent to the additional tracks. 
I replied that as they were not new grade crossings, I did not con- 
sider that it came within my jurisdiction either to grant or refuse 
my consent to the desired changes. 

The following correspondence in relation to grade crossings gives 
more fully the details than can be found in foregoing report of same :

The amount of travel is 
very small, being only a highway leading to the wharf, which is not extensively 
used, and it would seem that an electric crossing bell would perform the work 
to the satisfaction of all. 

Unless you are familiar with this crossing, I would be glad to go with you at 
your convenience to inspect the crossing, with a view to making this change.

And 
how many of these trains stop at the Bristol Ferry station?

Bristol Ferry is regular stop for all these trains, 
with the exception of one passenger train, which has a flag stop, but is stopped 
nearly every day. On Sundays there are five passenger trains each way, aU 
making the stop, and in addition, going south, there is one paper train. This train 
is not timed to stop, but runs slow in order to drop off papers.

Dear Sir: — I beg to submit the following suggestions in relation to the peti- 
tion now pending on behalf of the Pawtucket Street Railway Company, The 
Rhode Island Company, lessee, for authority to locate a track across the track of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, at Broadway, Paw- 
tucket. 

The application is made in behalf of the Pawtucket company. The existing 
track which crosses the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company 
is a track originally laid by the Interstate Company and now owned by the Rhode 
Island Suburban Railway Company. The Pawtucket company has at present 
no track crossing the New Haven company's location at this point; and there- 
fore this application is an original application on behalf of the Pawtucket com- 
pany for authority to cross the New Haven company's tracks. 

By Section 45 of Chapter 187 of the General Laws, as amended by Public 
Laws, Chapter 658, authority to grant or refuse permission to make such a cross- 
ing is vested in the Railroad Commissioner, with an appeal to the Supreme Court; 
and this petition is therefore properly addressed to you and should be passed upon 
by you. 

As to the rules and regulations under which such crossing shall be permitted, 
it is true that the amended charter of the Pawtucket company (granted at the 
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January session of the General Assembly, A. D. 1891, see page 247) provided 
that the tracks of the company should not pass over any steam railroad at grade 
except under such rules and regulations as might be consented to by such steam 
railroad, and subject also to the regulations of the Railroad Commissioner, but by 
Chapter 1209 of the Public Laws, passed at the January session, A. D. 1893, and 
now incorporated in the General Laws as section 16, 17, 18, and 19, the authority 
to establish rules and regulations for the crossing of railroads at grade is vested 
in the Railroad Commissioner, and by section 19 (which was section 4 of the 
original act) all inconsistent acts and parts of acts and all inconsistent orders and 
ordinances were repealed. It follows from this that the requirement in the Paw- 
tucket company's charter that its railroads should not pass over any steam rail- 
road except under such rules and regulations as might be consented to by the 
steam railroad is no longer in e£fect, and that the sole authority to establish such 
rules and regulations is now in the Railroad Conmiissioner.

ditions, viz. :

Second. The trolley wires and all overhead wires at said crossing to be not less 
than twenty-two feet in the clear at the lowest point above the rails of said New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company.

Dear Sir: — I beg leave to submit herewith copy of time table showing the 
scheduled trains now running over the East Providence Branch, between Valley 
Falls and East Providence, and to advise that in addition to this schedule we are 
now running three extras each way, which makes the total number of trains on 
this branch between 6:00 A.M. and 6:00 P. M., five north and five south, and be- 
tween 6:00 P. M. and 6:00 A. M., two north and two south, and for your infor- 
mation I beg leave to advise that the night extra is only running about three 
nights a week. 

I also send tracings showing the highway crossings on the above mentioned 
branch, giving name of street, showing which ones are covered by gates, also 
what buildings are located near the railroad line which might in any way ob- 
struct the view in approaching the crossing from either direction. 
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At the present time these crossings are all covered by flagmen twenty-four 
hours, necessitating two men on each crossing, making it necessary to maintain 
flagmen's shanties, which of course includeo the expense of fuel and hght. 

In consideration of the limited service and the unobstructed view in approach- 
ing the crossings, and the fact that they are all located in level country, we re- 
spectfully ask that we be allowed to install crossing bells at the following named 
crossings, with the understanding that as soon as they arc installed we be allowed 
to discontinue the flagmen :

Beverage Hill Road, Prairie Avenue. 

Campbell Street, Walcott Street, 

Smith Street, Brook Street. 

The above-mentioned crossings, as you well know, are unimportant crossings, 
so far as team traffic is concerned, and I believe that public interest would be just 
as well, if not better, served by an up-to-date crossing bell than it is at the present 
time by flagmen. 

In addition to this, I would respectfully ask that we be allowed to install a 
crossing bell at Cottage street, where there are now crossing gates, and have the 
crossing bell take the place of the night flagman. This being a more important 
crossing, and inasmuch as a very large portion of our service is in the daytime, 
it may be better to have the flagman days in addition to the bell. 

The next consideration is North Main street. There are no crossing gates at 
this crossing, and I would respectfully ask you to consider the advisability of 
allowing a crossing bell to take the place of the night flagman at this point; con- 
sidering that it is a well-traveled highway, and I understand is one of the main 
roads between Attleboro and Pawtucket, it might be better to continue the day 
flagman. 

The last crossing to be considered, viz., Hunt Street, is located between Boston 
Switch and Valley Falls, on the main line, and you well know the amount of ser- 
vice which goes over this crossing. 

We admit that it is quite frequent from 8:00 A. M. until 12:00 midnight, and 
it is a fact that we are liable to run extras after that time. 

The location of this crossing, considering that it is reached by an incline from 
either side, having an almost unobstructed view, appeals to me as being one of 
the places where a crossing bell would serve every purpose, in fact, be even more 
reliable than a flagman, and I most respectfully ask you to give the question of 
abolishing the flagman at this point, we to substitute a crossing bell, your very 
careful consideration. 

Having reference to all of the requests above mentioned, I simply have to say 
that from my experience with crossing men and crossing bells, I am firmly of the 
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opinion that on all crossings of the character above mentioned, that the public 
interest is better served where the crossing bells are located than where flagmen 
are depended on; this being particularly true in isolated places where there is 
nothing to keep the men awake. 

You well know we are obliged to hire superannuated men for these positions, 
and in most instances old men who are unable to do any hard labor. 

In addition, I know you are familiar with the location of all the above-mentioned , 
crossings. 

I simply ask that you give the whole matter your consideration, and trusting 
I shall receive a favorable reply, I am.

You request, in behalf of the New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R. Co., per- 
mission to install electric bells at several of the grade crossings of the East Provi- 
dence branch in the city of Pawtucket, and upon said installation to remove the 
flagmen now stationed at said crossings. 

You also ask permission to substitute electric bells at the Cottage street and 
North Main street crossings in said city of Pawtucket in place of night flagnien 
now employed at said grade crossings. 

You also ask permission to substitute an electric bell at the Hunt street cross- 
ing of main line in the city of Central Falls, in place of day and night flagmen 
now stationed there. 

The East Providence branch is a little less than seven miles in length, extend- 
ing from the village of Valley Falls, in the town of Cumberland, to tide-water in 
the town of East Providence, and is used exclusively for freight purposes. 

At the present time, according to schedule, there are five regular trains each way 
between the hours of six o'clock A. M. and 6 o'clock P. M., also two extra trains 
each way between the hours of 6 o'clock P. M. and 6 o'clock A. M.; during the 
busy season these extra trains are run about three nights in the week. 

I have personally inspected the several crossings referred to and given the whcJe 
matter my careful consideration, and have decided as follows, viz. : 
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The several crossings at Beverage Hill road, Campbell street, Smith street, 
Prairie avenue, Walcott street, and Brook street, in the city of Pawtucket, are 
comparatively unimportant crossings, have no crossing gates, and as a rule, have 
but few obstructions to a clear view from either side of railroad. You are therefore 
hereby granted permission to substitute electric bells at each of said crossings in 
place of the flagmen now stationed there. Said bells are to be similar to the 
one recently installed at Bristol Ferry crossing, on the Taunton Division, and 
when ready for operation, upon notice, I will have the workings of same in- 
spected. 

When finally ready for operation, you will have legible notices placed at each 
side of each crossing, informing the public that on and after the date mentioned 
therein, the warning of the approach of trains will be given by bells instead of 
flagmen. 

As for the other crossings mentioned in your request, I do not think it advisable 
at the present time to permit any change in conditions now existing, but if the 
result of the changes authorized above shall prove, as I think they will, to be 
satisfactory, I will take up the matter again.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE AND THE NEW 
YORK, NEW HAVEN & HARTFORD RAILROAD CO. 

This Agreement, made this 18th day of May, A. D. 1904, pursuant to Chapter 
931 of the Public Laws of the State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations, 
passed November 22nd, A. D. 1901, by and between the city of Providence, a 
municipal corporation, created by the General Assembly of said State, of the one 
part, and the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, a corpo- 
ration created by said General Assembly, of the other part, 
6 
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WITNESSETH: 

1. Said railroad company will proceed with all reasonable despatch to build 
a highway bridge over its tracks from a line near the jmiction of Dean and Tefft 
streets, so-called, to Harris avenue, substantially in accordance with the accom- 
panying plan heretofore submitted by said railroad company, and approved by 
the Joint Special Committee on Abolishing Grade Crossings at Acorn street, and 
Harris avenue, and by the city engineer of said city. Said plan is entitled " N. 
Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Ston. Div. Plan for abolishing grade crossings at Acorn 
street, Prov. R. I., with ramp street approaches alongside Harris ave., Feb. 21, 
1900. Plan B.'' Said railroad company will in the first instance bear all the 
expense of the construction of the bridge and approaches. 

2. When said bridge and approaches are completed the city shall close so 
much of Dike street, of Grove street, and of Acorn street as lies within or between 
the location lines and contiguous lands of said railroad company and of any 
other company owned, operated, or controlled by it as appear on the accompany- 
ing plans marked 031935 and 031937, respectively. 

3. Said raihroad company wiU pay all legal damages resulting from the closing 
of Acorn street, and said city will pay all legal damages resulting from the closing 
of Dike street and Grove street. 

4. Said railroad company will continue to maintain at its own expense as at 
present the foot bridge over its tracks at Grove street. 

5. Said City will pay to said railroad company upon the completion of said 
bridge and approaches the sum of eighteen thousand ($18,000) dollars, this amount 
being the estimated cost of filling and paving said approaches. 

6. When said bridge is completed and said Acorn street is closed as herein 
agreed, said railroad company will move its tracks and fence from where they 
encroach on Harris avenue and will rebuild said fence upon its own land so as to 
prevent trespassing upon its roadbed and location. 

7. Said city and said railroad company will each co-operate with the other in 
all legal proceedings necessary or advisable to be taken to carry into effect the 
foregoing agreement according to said Chapter 931 of the Public Laws. 

8. It having been desirable and necessary, in order to carry out the improve- 
ments provided for by said Chapter 931 of the Public Laws and herein agreed upon, 
that Barre street in said city be extended from the former northerly terminus 
thereof to a point on Ridge street near the junction of Ridge street and Atwells 
avenue, and said city having received from said railroad company by deed 
dated the 14th day of January, A. D. 1903, a strip of land lying between said ter- 
mini, said city will proceed with aU reasonable despatch to build said Barre 
street, as laid out between said termini, and to construct retaining walls on the 
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easterly sides of said street included within said termini where required, and to 
build the remainder of said Barre street as heretofore laid out by said city, and 
also that part of Bell street between said Barre street and Eden street, and any 
necessary retaining walls therefor. Whenever a sewer is built in said extension 
of Barre street said city agrees that it shall be built on the southeasterly side of 
Barre street, so that no assessment shall be made against said company for said 
sewer. 

In consideration thereof said railroad company hereby confirms said con- 
veyance of said strip of land, and further agrees, upon the execution of this agree- 
ment, to deliver to said city a quitclam deed to a triangular piece of land abut- 
ting upon the southeasterly side of said extension of Barre street about ninety 
(90) feet so that said city may convey the same to certain abutting owners and 
thereby be saved the payment of damages to such abutting owners who would 
otherwise be deprived of access to said street when extended. 

In Witness Whereof the parties hereto have on the day and year first above 
written, hereunto set their hands and seals, said city of Providence acting herein by 
Augustus S. Miller, its Mayor, Walter F. Slade, its Commissioner of PubUc Works ^ 
and J. William Moore, its Chairman of the Joint Standing Committee on Rail- 
roads, duly empowered and authorized, and said railroad company acting herein 
by C. S. Mellen, its President and Agent duly empowered and authorized.

plans, and methods of doing said work, and have filed their said plans and agree- 
ment thereto with the Railroad Commissioner,

Agreeably to above advertisement, the first hearing was held at 
the State House on the fourth day of November, 1904, and adjourned 
hearings on the tenth, seventeenth, and thirtieth days of the same 
month. The claimants were represented by counsel, and the city 
of Providence by its mayor, its commissioner of public works, and 
by its city solicitor and his assistant. 

During the time between the first and last hearing the authorities 
of the city of Providence, which had previously, under the provisions 
of said chapter 931, settled with many of the persons claiming dam- 
ages, arranged with the following parties upon a basis of settlement, 
viz.: Roxalana Brown, claim withdrawn; Edward Murphy, Mary 
Duffe, Michael H. Duffe, James T. Duffe, claims withdrawn; John 
Martin, Ann Martin, Catharine Reilly; Mary V. Heffeman and Den- 
nis Heffeman, so far as their claim refers to property at the corner 
of Grove and Eiswald streets; leaving for award of damages the 
claims of Earley Sykes, Thomas Troy, John and Catharine Sullivan, 
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and Mary Heffernan, Dennis Heffernan, Ellen T. Dunn, and James 
Dunn. 

Previously to the commencement of any work upon the grading 
or closing of any streets in the territory affected by the authorities 
of the city of Providence I made careful examination of the whole 
territory, comprising Eiswald, Barre, Eden, Grove, Acorn, and other 
streets. After the first hearing I again visited the locality and noted 
the change in conditions as shown after the authorities of the city 
of Providence had commenced and nearly completed the work of 
grading Barre street. 

Earley Sykes, the owner of lots Nos. 516, 517, and 522 on plat of 
house lots belonging to T. G. Eiswald and designated as Nos. 475, 
479, and 480 on plat No. 33 in the office of the assessors of taxes in 
the city of Providence, with the improvements thereon, consisting 
of three two-and-one-half story tenement houses, claimed damages 
in the sum of ($3,260) thirty two hundred and sixty dollars, viz.: 
on lot No. 475 ($1,100), eleven hundred dollars; on lot No. 479 
($1,080), ten hundred and eighty dollars; on lot No. 480 ($1,080), 
ten hundred and eighty dollars. 

He claims damages on account of absolute damage to the said 
property arising from the changed conditions on account of the 
grading of Barre street, and also from the closing of the grade cross- 
ing at Grove street, which he claims will seriously injure the desira- 
bility of his houses for rental purposes and materially reduce the 
income to be derived from rentals. 

The assessed value of the three lots and improvements as given 
by the assessors of taxes of the city of Providence, and upon which 
the city tax has been assessed, is as follows: lot No. 475, (2,268) 
twenty-two hundred and sixty-eight feet, ($200) two hundred dol- 
lars, and house upon same ($900) nine hundred dollars; lot No. 
479, land 2,259 feet, assessed at $180, and house upon same $900; 
lot No. 478, land $180, and house upon same $900. 

Thomas Troy is the owner of lot No. 521 on plat of house lots in 
the city of Providence of T. G. Eiswald, which said plat is recorded 
in the office of the recorder of deeds of said city in plat book No. 7, 
at page 32, and is designated on plat No. 33 of the assessors of taxes 
of said city as No. 476, with the improvements thereon, consisting 
of a two-and-one-half story tenement house and out-building. He 
claims that his property will be rendered worthless, and asks for 
damages of ($2,000) two thousand dollars. His property is assessed at

($1,100) eleven hundred dollars by the assessors of taxes of said city. 

John and Catharine Sullivan are joint owners of lot No. 387 on 
plat No. 33 of the assessor of taxes in the city of Providence, located 
at No. 31 Eiswald street in said city. The improvements consist of 
a two-and-one-half story tenement house. They claim damages to 
the amount of ($2,000) two thousand dollars on account of actual 
damages to the property by reason of change of grade, and also that 
by reason of the closing of several grade crossings his business would 
be destroyed and his property rendered worthless for rental purposes. 
His property is valued by the assessors of taxes of the city of Provi- 
dence for taxable purposes at ($1,080) ten hundred and eighty dol- 
lars. On the twenty-second day of December, 1904, a settlement 
was effected between the city of Providence and John and Catharine 
Sullivan, and their claim for damages was withrdawn. 

Mary V. Heffernan and Dennis Heffernan, Ellen T. Dunn and 
James Dunn, are the owners of lot No. 490 on plat No. 33 of the 
assessors of taxes of the city of Providence, located on Eiswald street, 
with a two-and-one-half story tenement house thereon. The prop- 
erty is valued by the tax assessors of the city of Providence for 
taxable purposes at ($1,080) ten hundred and eighty dollars. The 
owners claim positive damages to their house and lot, by reason of 
an alleged change of grade of streets and also by the closing up of 
Grove street, which they claim will greatly reduce and render almost 
worthless their property for rental purposes, and ask the sum of 
($2,500) twenty-five hundred dollars as damages. 

In the case of Earley Sykes, my award is that the city of Provi- 
dence pay him, in full compensation for all damages accruing to his 
property on Eiswald street in said city, on account of the work done 
under Chapter 931 of the PubUc Laws, the following sums, viz.: 
on lot No. 475 and building thereon, ($275) two hundred and seventy- 
five dollars; on lot No. 479 and building thereon, ($270) two hundred 
and seventy dollars; on lot No. 478, ($270) two hundred and seventy 
dollars. 

In the case of Thomas Troy, my award is that the city of Provi- 
dence pay him, in full compensation for all damages accruing to his 
property on Eiswald street in the city of Providence, being lot No. 
476 and buildings thereon, the sum of ($275) two hundred and 
seventy-five dollars. 

In the case of Mary V. Heffernan, Dennis Heffernan, Ellen T. 
Dunn, and James Dunn, my award is that the city of Providence 
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pay them, in full compensation for all damages accruing to their 
property on Eiswald street in said city, being lot No. 490, and build- 
ing thereon, the sum of ($270) two hundred and seventy dollars. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

COMPLAINTS. 

As usual, I have received many complaints against the railroad 
companies, the most of them of a very trivial nature. I have con- 
sidered every complaint, and in all cases where there seemed to be any 
reasonable ground for the same have taken them up with the rail- 
road companies and have generally succeeded in improving the con- 
dition complained of. The following correspondence will give a 
few samples of the different causes of complaint;

Dear Sir: — Complaint has been made to me by several members of the General 
Assembly of greatly deficient accommodations in cars connecting with the Warren 
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A Bristol Branch of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Raikoad Company. 
They claim that both yesterday and this morning when they arrived at the Fox 
Point station in Providence there was but one small car furnished by the Rhode 
Island Company, and that it was packed to overflowing. The crowding was so 
great that it was impossible for the conductor to get through the car the second 
time, to give transfers to those who desired them. 

I presume there was some good reason for this failure to have sufficient car 
room for all, and trust that you will look into the matter personally, and oblige

Dear Sir: — Acknowledging receipt of your letter of January 20th, I beg to 
advise I took this matter up with the conductor of the train, and he tells me that 
since the storm and the electrics have been running so irregular, he has had a little 
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extra tranrel out of Dyke street, or what was formerly OlneyviUe, and there has 
been an average of four or five people standing up from Dyke street to Cranston, 
after which he has had plenty of room. 

You can appreciate the fact that he did not want to run an extra car from 
Cranston to Washington, and return, in order to take care of these four or five 
people, who usually ride on the electrics, but on account of not being able to de- 
pend on them have ridden with us for the last three or four weeks. 

I have told him, however, that inasmuch as the complaint has come in, that we 
will run the extra car. 

I know you do not want these complaints coming to you, and I certainly do 
not want to be the one at fault, but it does seem too bad that under these condi- 
tions we are obliged to deadhead a car twenty-four miles. 

I have arranged, commencing to-night, to put the car on and run it for a while, 
at least.

Dear Sir: — Complaint has been made to me in regard to the operation of that 
portion of your road located in this State. It is asserted that the rolling stock 
is in very poor condition and that it is not kept in proper repair, and as an in- 
stance it was stated that a car was run about the middle of this month, for four 
successive days, with a broken brake, so that the only way to stop the car or 
check its speed was by reversing, which, of course, was not only very annoying to 
those passengers who were obliged to stand up, many of them school children 
who were unable to catch hold of the straps, but dangerous to all. There 
are some long hills on the route with quite a high grade, and cars that 
are imperfectly equipped should not be allowed to run upon that route upon any 
consideration. To use the words of one gentleman, '' there will be a frightful 
accident some day unless more attention is paid to the braking apparatus." At 
the foot of some of those grades, especially at the foot of "Anthony Hill," so- 
called, the car tracks cross the road upon very sharp curves, and if control of a 
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car is lost while going down this or any other hill the results cannot but be very 
disastrous.

do not know, but even if there is not it does not seem possible that any corpora- 
tion would wish to subject their patrons to any such barbarous treatment, with 
the temperature at about zero point. 

I have called the attention of Mr. Curtis, vice-president of the New York & 
New Haven Road at Boston to the fact, and hope that, with your influence, will 
have the desired effect of having this order rescinded. 

I wish further to call your attention to the fact that most all the Bristol accom- 
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modationsare with the single passenger coach, of course depending at all times 
on the power for heating, but the most serious part in my mind is the lack of 
proper appliances in case of accident, not being supplied with an axe, saw, crow- 
bar, or cot, and without any water supply. I respectfully request that you will 
take the matter in hand, that the patrons of that road may be assured of more 
consideration.

Dear Sir: — ^Your favor duly received, and contents noted. I have taken the 
matter up with the superintendent of the Providence Division of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, and it has been investigated. He informs me 
that in refusing to check your baggage as stated by you they acted in compliance 
with their rules in such cases, which are, not to check baggage except to such 
places as they have sold tickets for. That if they had sold you a ticket to Nashua 
they would have 'checked baggage to that point, but that they could not check 
baggage beyond their own lines on any other road's mileage. 
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As you are aware, there is no law requiring railroads to check baggage at all. 
It is a system generally adopted by the railroads of the United States for the con- 
venience of passengers and to prevent baggage going to wrong destination. 

The only reference to transportation in the State laws is in Sections 8 and 9 
of Chapter 187, as follows: Sections. " Every railroad corporation doing busi- 
ness or owning any railroad wholly or in part within the limits of this State shall 
furnish reasonable and proper facilities and accommodations on the line of its 
road, within its limits, for the transportation of passengers or merchandise." 

In Section 9 it is provided that each passenger shall have the privilege of taking 
with him on any train on which he is a passenger personal baggage not exceeding 
80 pounds in weight without charge for transporting the same. And by an amend- 
ment bicycles are declared to be baggage, except that a passenger can take no 
more than one bicycle free of charge.

Accidents from July 1, 1903, to June 30, 1904. 

The returns made by the several steam railroad companies for the 
year ending June 30, 1904, show that in this State there were no 
passengers killed and 7 injured; and that 16 employees were killed 
and 76 injured; that 19 trespassers or persons walking on or across 
the tracks or loafing about freight yards were killed and 15 injured; 
that at grade crossings there were 1 killed and 2 injured; that 3 
persons were killed at stations and none injured. 

As compared with the returns of the previous year, these figures 
show that there were no passengers killed during the year; that the 
number of passengers injured was 27 less than last year; that the 
number of employees killed was the same as last year; that the 
number of employees injured was 200 less; that the number of tres- 
passers killed was 9 less; that the number of trespassers injured was 
2 less; that the number of persons killed at grade crossings was 2 
less and the number of persons injured at grade crossings was 4 less. 
To sum up, there were 39 deaths, 10 less than in last report; and 
100 injured, 260 less than last year. 
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Accidents from Jan. 1, 1904, to Dec. 31, 1904. 

During the year 1904 there were 102 accidents reported to me by 
the officials of the several steam railroads of this State, in which 129 
persons were killed or injured. 

There was 1 person killed while attempting to board a train after 
it had left the station. There were 23 passengers injured: 13 in 
collision; 2 while standing at station by getting too close to tracks; 

2 by derailed cars; 3 walked off or fell from platform of cars; 1 fell 
while going down subway stairs; 1 attempted to board moving train; 
and 1 was cut by glass from broken window. 

One woman was killed while crossing track in front of station at 
Pawtucket; 1 teamer was fatally injured while crossing tracks at 
siding of the Riverside Mills, Olneyville; and 1 teamer was injured 
on India street. 

There were 16 employees killed: 5 were struck by some passing 
train; 3 while engaged in switching; 2 while coupling or uncoupling 
cars; 2 by falling from car; 1 struck by overhead bridge; 1 by falling 
into turn-table pit; 1 working at coal pocket was buried in coal; and 
1, a car inspector, was run over while working imder car. 

There were 17 persons classed as trespassers killed while walking 
on tracks or stealing rides on freight trains. There were 8 trespassers 
injured. 

At highway grade crossings there were 2 persons injured, appar- 
ently on account of their own negligence. 

.Of the persons injured, 59 were employees: 7 by colUsion of cars; 

3 getting on or off cars; 10 fell from cars; 10 while engaged in coup- 
ling or uncoupling cars; 2 were struck by trains; 10 were engaged 
in switching; 3 were track laborers; 4 were struck by overhead 
bridges; 2 were working at coal pockets, and 8 were injured in various 
ways. 

The number of accidents reported is less than one-half of the 
number reported in the year 1903. There were very many less 
accidents to employees, and a great reduction in accidents to tres- 
passers. 
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The following list of accidents comprises all that were reported at 
this office, except some where the injuries were very slight, or in 
cases where the occurrence could not properly be classified as a 
railroad accident: 

Jan. 2. J. McEneaney, brakeman, Worcester Division, in passing 
from tender of engine to head car, slipped and fell to the ground, 
bruising right leg and chin and nose. 

Jan, 5. Thomas B. Arnold, car inspector, Worcester Division, 
while assisting in replacing steam hose, had head caught between 
two cars as engine backed onto train, and was severely bruised. 

Jan. 7. E. J. Hamill, yard passenger brakeman, Worcester 
Division, while coupUng cars in Providence, was caught between 
two cars and suffered contusions of chest and jaw. 

Jan, 8. C. Skeels, brakeman, Worcester Division, working in 
Providence, was struck by car that was kicked onto track in Northup 
avenue yard. He was knocked down and run over, and suffered 
contusions of back and left side and had left ear lacerated. 

Jan, 9. James Shields and Daniel Shea, section hands, Worcester 
Division, while cleaning snow from switches at Bray ton avenue 
interlocking, were struck by train and instantly killed. 

Jan, 15. James Hutchinson, of 212 Cross street, Central Falls, 
a trespasser on right of way of the Worcester Division, near Conant 
street bridge, Pawtucket, was struck by light engine and received 
injuries that caused his death later at the Pawtucket Emergency 
Hospital. 

Jan, 16. J. J. Meehan, brakeman, Worcester Division, slipped 
and fell from top of box car in Providence, and sprained his left foot. 

Jan, 16. George W. Goff, baggage-master, Shore Line Division, 
while coupling engine to train at Wickford Junction, had his head 
caught between couplers, crushing it so that death resulted. The 
medical examiner viewed the remains, after which they were sent to 
Providence. 
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Jan, 19. W. R. Smith, brakeman, Worcester Division, fell from 
train as it was leaving Valley Falls station, bound for Providence, 
and was bruised about the right leg and left shoulder. 

Jan, 20. Amos Ward, fireman, Worcester Division, fell into 
turn-table pit at Charles street engine house. Providence, and was 
fatally injured. He died at St. Joseph's Hospital at 3:20 P. M. the 
same day. 

Jan, 21. Oscar Pearson, laborer, working on roof of coal pocket. 
Harbor Junction wharf, fell and was buried in coal. No one saw 
him fall, and when he was missed and search made, he was found dead. 

Jan, 22. Edward W. Kinney, brakeman. Shore Line Division, 
was struck by overhead bridge at Kenyons, and knocked between 
tender and head car and instantly killed. The body was sent to 
New Haven, where the man lived. 

Jan, 24. E. Smith, brakeman on electric train of the Worcester 
Division, when at Kettle Point put lantern on top of controller box 
in such a way as to make a short circuit, causing a blaze which 
burned the back of his right hand. 

Jan, 27. Richard Bogne, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
boarding moving engine at Valley Falls, wrenched his right ankle. 

Jan, 27. Welfrad Lagesse, . laborer, Worcester Division, while 
cleaning snow from switches, was struck by engine and had left arm 
fractured. 

Feb, 4. George E. Moran, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching cars in Providence, fell, and was run over. He died from 
the effect of his injuries, at St. Joseph's Hospital, the same day. 

Feb, 10. A. J. Charbonneu, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
setting up brake in Providence, fell, bruising his back. 

Feb, 18. David A. Carpenter, baggage-master, Narragansett Pier 
Railroad, had his hand crushed as cars were being coupled at Kings- 
ton station 
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March 1. A brakeman on the Worcester Division threw a switch 
wrong near Phillipsdale, and an engine was derailed and the fireman, 
J. F. Buckley, jumped and sprained his left wrist. 

March 6. J. M. Doty, flagman, west bound extra freight No. 
574, Shore Line Division, was thrown to the ground and injured, but 
not seriously, by a collision of two sections of freight train. He was 
taken to New Haven. 

March 7. At about 6:30 A. M., the dead body of Frank Carroll, 
of Natick, R. I., was found on the roadbed of the Shore Line Division 
about three-quarters of a mile west of Hills. Grove station. 

March 16. Job Hoxsie, crossing tender at first crossing east of 
East Greenwich, was struck by passenger train of the Shore Line 
Division and so severely injured that he died from the effects of his 
injuries the next day at St. Joseph's Hospital. 

March 19. Mory A. Allen, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching cars in Providence, fell to the ground and was run over 
and so badly injured that he died a few minutes later. 

March 20. Wm. F. Boone, of 117 Waterman street, Providence, 
while walking track near second crossing south of Nayatt station, 
was struck by passenger electric train 4902, Worcester Division, and 
instantly killed. 

April W. Henry Moreau, a boy ten years old, while walking 
track near Woodlawn station, was struck by train No. 25, Worcester 
Division, and fatally injured. He was taken to the Rhode Island 
Hospital. 

A'pril 12. W. B. West, station policeman, Worcester Division, 
while lighting outside station lights at Pawtucket, fell from a step- 
ladder and fractured right elbow. 

April 13. Joseph Miner, fireman, fell from tender of engine 295, 
Shore Line Division, at East Greenwich, and was cut about the head 
and injured across the back. He was attended by a local physician. 

April 19. Mrs. Henry Hodges, of Foxboro, Mass., while going 
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down subway stairs at Providence station, Worcester Division, tripped 
and fell, breaking bone in left wrist and bruising forehead and right 
eye. 

April 22. John Jordan, of Arlington, R. I.,' employed as teamer, 
while crossing from siding at Riverside mills, to his team, was struck 
by a passenger train of the Worcester Division and fatally injured. He 
was brought to Providence and sent to the Rhode Island Hospital, 
where he died. 

April 26. Charies Gardner, walking track near Promenade street 
tower, Worcester Division, fell down an embankment, slightly cutting 
his head against railroad tie. 

May 5. J. T. Carroll, brakeman, Worcester Division, while step- 
ping from footboard of tender in Bristol, fell, injuring him about the 
groin. 

May 11. J. McLaughlin, brakeman, Worcester Division, was 
caught between cars in Providence, and quite severely injured. He 
went to his home. 

May 13. Hanie Johnson, 133 Niagara street. Providence, a pas- 
senger on train of the Worcester Division, walked off or fell from 
platform of train as it was pulling into station at Providence. She 
was hurt about the face and severely shaken up. 

May 19. J. W. Willey, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching cars in Providence, lost his balance and fell. He sustained 
a scalp wound and bruised left side and wrist. 

May 19. When west bound freight train of the Shore Line 
Division stopped at Westerly, the dead body of an unknown man 
was found on top of one of the cars. He was probably struck by 
overhead bridge. The medical examiner was notified. 

June 4. George Edwards, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
some manner unknown fell from coal car, near East Providence 
wharf, and was run over and received injuries from which he died at 
St. Joseph's Hospital the following afternoon. 
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June 5. J. J. Daley, brakeman, Worcester Division, in stepping 
from engine to ear, in Providence, slipped and fell to the ground and 
was run over. He died about thirty minutes later from injuries 
received. 

June 5. The dead body of Michael Davin was found on the road- 
bed of the Shore Line Division, between East Greenwich and Davis- 
ville, by crew of extra freight train. The medical examiner was 
notified. 

June 6. Mrs. Mary Eger, of North Attleboro, attempted to cross 
tracks of the Worcester Division, at Pawtucket station, in front of 
train, and was struck by engine and fatally injured. She was taken 
to the Pawtucket Hospital, where she died the same day. 

June 6. H. Trudeau, brakeman, Worcester Division, in getting 
down from a car at Riverpoint, slipped and fell, spraining his left 
arm and shoulder. 

June 6. J. P. Finnerty, brakeman, Worcester Division^ in at- 
tempting to cut caboose off from train in Providence, had right hand 
caught and first, second, and fourth fingers cut. 

June 11. F. D. Ingerson, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
attempting to jump on pilot of engine at Hope, slipped, wrenching 
his right ankle and bruising both legs below the knee. 

June 14. W. Reynolds and J. Moorhead, brakemen, Worcester 
Division, were in caboose of train when engine coupled onto same 
with considerable force, and they were thrown down; Reynolds had 
right leg and arm bruised, and Moorhead had left leg bruised. 

June 16. John H. King, laborer. East Providence wharf, Wor- 
cester Division, had first, second, and third fingers of left hand 
crushed while at work. 

June 17. Rose Pierce, car cleaner, Worcester Division, while 
working in car at Fox Point, was thrown down and considerably 
shaken up and bruised by car being switched against bunter post. 
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June 23. Frisink Downer, hoister, Worcester Division, was work- 
ing at Harbor Junction wharf, fell to the dock and dislocated his hip. 

June 23. William Richardson, brakeman, Worcester Division, 
was knocked down and run over by cars that were being switched in 
Pawtucket. He received injuries which made it necessary to ampu- 
tate his left leg above the knee, also two fingers on his left hand, and 
the big toe on his right foot. He was taken to the Pawtucket 
Hospital. 

June 24. Frank Wagner, of 258 Chapel street, New Haven, was 
run over and killed by some imknown train of the Worcester Division 
at Dike street. Providence. 

June 27. Lagarus Averdicion, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, 
while working at East Providence wharf, had right leg broken. 

June 28. Clifford Fontain, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
uncoupling cars at Providence, had right hand caught and little 
finger badly jammed. 

June 30. Ralph Bowden, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
attempting to make coupling between two cars at Fox Point, was 
caught and squeezed about the shoulders. No bones were broken. 

July 11. Theron McGrath, conductor, Worcester Division, was 
struck by overhead bridge at Smith street and received a cut over 
the left eye and a scalp wound. 

July 14. John Sweeney, section foreman, Worcester Division, 
attempted to board train while it was in motion at East Providence, 
and fell, dislocating his right shoulder. 

July 15. Charies Lonzo, of New Haven, Conn., was found dead 
on top of freight car of train No. 80, Worcester Division, when train ar- 
rived at Northup avenue yard. Providence. The man had evidently 
been struck by some overhead bridge. 

August 14. James H. Tucker and John Ward, while standing too 
near track near Hauterieve station, were struck by northbound 
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electric train of the Worcester Division. Tucker's face was cut and 
back injured, and Ward had his body bruised and left arm fractured. 
Both men were brought to Fox Point on the electric train and sent 
to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Augrist 16. An unknown man, trespasser on tracks of the Shore 
Line Division near Westerly station, was struck and instantly killed 
by west bound passenger train No. 15. The body was taken to 
Westerly, and the medical examiner notified. 

August 20. F. W. Palmer, brakeman, Worcester Division, was 
fatally injured while uncoupling cars in Providence. He died at 
St. Joseph's Hospital the same day. 

August 24. James Mclntyre, a man about 40 years old and in- 
toxicated, jumped or fell from platform of Narragansett Pier Rail- 
road Co. car, between Narragansett Pier and Wakefield. His face 
was badly bruised and his jaw fractured. He was attended by Dr. 
R. R. Robinson, at Wakefield, and then sent to the Rhode Island 
Hospital. 

August 25. Four trespassers, in attempting to board a freight 
train of the Worcester Division at Brayton avenue. Providence, were 
struck by north bound passenger train, and James Bann, of Pitts- 
burg, Pa., was instantly killed; William Allen, of Westerly, R. I., 
had left ankle sprained; William Collins, England, two knuckles on 
left hand fractured; and Arthur Weiner, of Troy, N. Y., right arm 
sprained. 

August 27. T. Slattery, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
coupling cars at Providence, caught and severely jammed thumb of 
left hand. 

August 28. James C. Whitten, of Foxbpro, Mass., a passenger on 
train of Worcester Division, left the train at Pawtucket and then 
attempted to board it again, and was struck by car steps, and injured 
back of head and both hips. 

August 30. Patrick Wolfrom, of Sisson street. Providence, was

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found dead on tracks of the Worcester Division about five hundred 
feet south of Dexter street crossing, Pawtucket. 

Sept. 3. James Rickson, of Ashton, attempted to board train of 
Worcester Division after it had started from station and missed his 
hold and fell under the train, crushing his right leg above the knee. 
He was attended by Dr. James A. CuUen, and later brought to the 
Rhode Island Hospital, Providence, where he died from the effects 
of his injuries the same day. 

Sept, 3. Neil Wynchopp, 14 Pahsade avenue, Yonkers, N. Y., 
fell from train of the Worcester Division near Greene station and 
fractured his jaw and thigh. He was sent to the Rhode Island 
Hospital. 

Sept. 7. Reuben Bennett attempted to drive a team over cross- 
ing near Centreville station, Worcester Division, and was struck by 
a light engine. Mr. Bennett was thrown to the ground and right 
ankle bone fractured. 

Sept. 7. William Shallcross of New London, Conn., a trespasser, 
in attempting to aUght from freight train of the Worcester Division 
near Acorn street crossing. Providence, was thrown violently to the 
ground. He was sent to the Rhode Island Hospital, where it was 
found that some of his ribs were fractured and that he had sustained 
a scalp wound and contusions about the body. 

Sept. 7. Extra Ught engine. No. 388, Worcester Division, was in 
collision with passenger train No. 4316, at Ahthony station, and the 
following is a list of the injured: J. H. Dickson, engineer, severely 
shaken up; O. C. Crumley, conductor, back slightly injured; W. H. 
Hughes, brakeman, right leg injured slightly; O. Jordan, flagman, 
right hand slightly injured; J. A. Busill, fireman, back hurt, ribs 
fractured, head bruised, and legs burned and scraped; W. G. O'Don- 
nell, mail clerk, first finger of right hand, mouth, and head cut, and 
knee hurt; Arthur S. Barrett, express messenger, shaken up and 
bruised; Wm. Blease, 1285 Newport avenue, Pawtucket, head 
bruised; Mrs. Wm. Blease, 1285 Newport avenue, Pawtucket, right

Sept. 9. The crew of an extra freight train of the Worcester 
Division, East Providence branjch, discovered Wm. Moran, of Phillips- 
dale, lying beside north bound track near the station, with right leg and 
right arm cut off and left arm broken. He was sent to the Rhode 
Island Hospital, where he died the next day. 

Sept 10. Charles Conley, a trespasser, was struck and fatally 
injured by east bound passenger train of the Shore Line Division, near 
East Greenwich. 

Sept, 17. J. Donovan, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
coupling cars in Providence, had right hand smashed at wrist. 

Sept. 20. R. Baker, brakeman, Worcester Division, either walked 
off or fell from car at Pawtucket, and bruised his right hip and right 
knee and scratched his face. 

Sept 24. J. McEneaney, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching cars in Providence, caught and quite severely bruised his 
left foot. 

Sept. 25. M. F? Crowe, brakeman, Worcester Di\dsion, while 
switching cars in Providence, caught and severely bruised left knee. 

' Sept. 29. James Cassidy, of Riverside, R. I., was struck by train 
of the Worcester Division and severely cut over left eye while walking 
track near Bullock ^s Point station. 
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Oct, 5. W. N. Jackson, brakeman, Worcester Division, in some 
manner unknown, fell under cars that were being switched at Pontiac, 
and was run over and killed. 

Oct. 6. Charles Hogue, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching cars on South Water street, was struck by overhead span 
wire of the street railway company and knocked from car to ground. 
His right arm was broken, left wrist sprained, and chin bruised. 

Oct, 11. William Newman, car repairer, Worcester Division, was 
run over while working underneath car at Valley Falls. He died 
from the effect of injuries received, Saturday night, October 15th, 
at St. Joseph's Hospital. An inquest was held by Coroner Eugene 
Lincoln. 

Oct. 14. George R. Johnson, brakeman, Worcester Division, 
riding on tender of engine was struck by AtwelPs avenue bridge and 
suffered abrasions on left side of face and a bruised right shoulder. 
He was sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Oct. 17. Edward McCrory, section hand, Moshussuck Valley 
Railroad Company, was struck and instantly killed by train between 
Lock bridge and Sayles Bleacheries. The body was taken in charge 
by Medical Examiner French, of Central Falls. 

Oct. 21. Margaret Cunningham and Nellie Doherty, two little 
girls, while picking up coal on tracks of the Worcester Division, a 
short distance south of Olneyville tower, were struck and instantly 
killed by a passenger train. 

Oct. 30. Michael Ciebien, of Anthony, R. I., was run over and 
killed during the night of October 29. His body was foimd about 
seven o^clock in the morning near Quidnick, Worcester Division. 

Nov. 1. A. B. Budlong, yard freight biakeman, Worcester 
Division, while switching cars in Pawtucket, slipped from car to 
ground and sprained his right ankle. 

Nov. 2. Joseph Silva, of Providence, while stealing a ride on 
freight car of the Shore Line Division, was struck by something and 
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seriously injured, near Kingston. He was sent to Providence, to 
be conveyed to the hospital. 

Nov, 3. C. J. Ikers, passenger brakeman, Worcester Division, 
stepped from his own train while it was standing on track No. 2 at 
Smith street bridge, and was struck by another train that was pass- 
ing on track No. 1. He died from the effects of his injuries, the fol- 
lowing evening, at St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Nov. 3. Allie Farley, of 12 Cedar street, Cranston, R. I., with 
some other boys, was playing about some cars that were being 
switched near Cranston, Worcester Division, when he lost his balance 
and fell under one of the cars and was run over and his right leg 
crushed below the knee. 

Nov. 5. William D'Arcy, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while engaged in switching at Valley Falls, was knocked to the ground 
and right arm was run over and crushed above the elbow. 

Nov. 6. Mrs. T. P. Hamblin, of 187 Summit street. East Provi- 
dence, R. I., a passenger on train of the Worcester Division, near 
Nayatt, had her eye injured by broken glass. Accident was caused 
by someone throwing something against car window. 

Nov. 7. George Boler, Jr., brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
coupling cars at South Providence, caught his right hand in such a 
way as to crush end of thumb. 

Nov. 10. An express wagon was driven onto the Broadway 
crossing, at Darlington, as two trains were passing; the wagon was 
struck by train, and a boy, Fred Brown, of 97 Columbia avenue, 
Pawtucket, who was hanging onto the rear of the wagon, was run 
over and had his right leg cut off below the knee. The boy was 
carried to the Pawtucket hospital. 

Nov. 13. J. Beaulieu, brakeman, Worcester Division, while en- 
gaged in switching in Providence, had right foot severely bruised. 

Nov. 21. A. R. Holmes, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
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engaged in switching in Providence, slipped and fell, and car passed 
over and crushed right foot. 

Dec. 2. A passenger train of the Worcester Division collided with 
a low gear on India street, and George Butler, the driver of the team, 
was thrown off and left shoulder dislocated. 

Dec, 6. James Gormley, of 70 Olney street, while working in 
yard 15, Worcester Division, Providence, had right foot cut open and 
bone in big toe broken. 

Dec, 8. J. J. Meehan, brakeman, Worcester Division, fell from 
Ihe top of a car that was being switched in Providence, and struck 
upon his back. He was severely shaken up and sent to his home in 
the ambulance. 

Dec, 14. A passenger car of the Wood River Branch Railroad 
was derailed, on account of the spreading of rails on a curve, and rolled 
down an embankment near Woodville, R. I. Two passengers were 
slightly cut with glass, but no one was seriously injured. 

Dec, 16. F. Harvey, brakeman, Worcester Division, was struck 
by overhead highway bridge just south of Central Falls station, and 
was cut about the face and severely bruised about the neck and 
shoulders. 

Dec, 20» H. Trudeau, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, was 
thrown to ground in Providence by grab handle on car giving way; 
his back was bruised and left leg sprained. 

Dec, 21. James R. Dougherty, brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while turning engine at Bristol, got his feet stuck in the snow, 
and the pilot of engine struck against them, bruising his left foot. 

Dec, 22. W. F. Weaver, fireman, Worcester Division, while as- 
sisting in giving engine water at Harris ville, had left side bruised and 
muscles of his back sprained. 

Dec. 25. Joseph Rioux, of Pawtucket, was found lying beside 
tracks of the Worcester Division a short distance north of Woodlawn 
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station. He was brought to Providence and sent to the Rhode Island 
Hospital, where he died the same day. 

Dec, 27. P. J. Keeley, conductor, Worcester Division, while en- 
gaged in switching cars in Providence, was thrown to the ground by 
cars coining together with considerable force. His right side and 
back were bruised. 

Dec. 31. F. J. Boone, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
standing on tank of engine at Central Falls, was struck by over- 
head bridge. His face was cut and back bruised. 

IMPROVEMENTS MADE AND PROPOSED. 

The following are among the more important improvements made 
and proposed by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company: 

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 931 of the Public 
Laws, the work of abolishing the three dangerous grade crossings at 
Acorn, Grove, and Dike streets in the city of Providence is proceed- 
ing as rapidly as possible. The city of Providence has pushed its 
portion of the work, and the railroad company has the work upon the 
bridge under contract and nearly completed. It is expected that 
the present season will see the completion of this important work. 

The slopes around the Union passenger station, in Providence, and 
the yards adjacent thereto, have been graded and turfed, and the 
old buildings in the freight yard in front of the State House grounds 
have been removed, thus greatly improving the appearance of the 
station and its approaches. 

Additional facilities for handling the constantly increasing freight 
business have been provided at several points. At Providence the 
Fox Point storage yard, having a capacity of about 90 cars, upon 
which work was begun last year, has been completed. This yard is 
situated on the northerly side of India street, opposite the Providence, 
Warren & Bristol passenger station, giving a larger yard for serving 
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the adjacent steamship lines and relieving India street of a large 
amount of switching, which has been quite a source of danger and 
delay. 

At Northup avenue, in the city of Providence, additional land has 
been purchased, and the freight yard will be enlarged so as to accom- 
modate 800 cars. That portion of the avenue which passed under 
the railroad tracks has been abandoned by the city, and the railroad 
company has taken out the bridge and filled in the opening. 

At Valley Falls, additional side tracks have been put in to relieve 
the main tracks of the great amount of switching across them, which 
was a source of danger as well as delay. A complete system of inter- 
locking switches and signals is being installed, and will soon be com- 
pleted. 

At Manville a way has been constructed under the railroad tracks 
leading to the mills of the Manville Company, thus doing away with 
the private crossing at grade. Two passing side tracks, each about 
2,200 f6et in length, have been constructed so that freight trains can 
pass without delaying passenger service. 

During the summer and fall a considerable amount of surveying 
and investigating was done to aid in the determination of the exact 
location for the proposed new drawbridge over the Seekonk river in 
connection with the proposed tunnel authorized by the General 
Assembly at its January session, 1904. Before any work can be done 
or plans made for the drawbridge, the location for the same must be 
approved by the Secretary of War of the United States. 

At East Providence and India Point a new interlocking plant, 
consisting of two switch towers and equipment, has been installed, 
for the handling of all train movements in that vicinity. 

On the Providence, Warren & Bristol branch, where there has been 
some complaint of the lack of power sufficient to handle the trains 
and at the same time heat the cars sufficiently to be comfortable, 
great improvements have been made. The power house at Warren 
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has been enlarged to double its former capacity, and in it have been 
installed four Babcock & Wilcox boilers, of 400 horse-power each, 
and two Westinghouse-Parsons steam turbines of 750 kilowatts each,, 
thus practically doubling the power of the plant. 

At East Providence, and also at Brayton station, a rotary house 
equipped with 300 kilowatt rotary converters with the necessary elec- 
trical apparatus has been built, and along the entire line new poles and 
wires have been erected. This brd^nch was formerly operated by 
direct current electric system, and in transmission of electricity from 
the power station to the batteries at the end of the line much power 
was lost, and at the time of the heaviest traffic great difficulty was 
experienced in supplying adequate power for the movement of all 
trains and for the proper heating of the cars. The new system is 
known as the three-phase alternating system, and the power gener- 
ated at Warren is carried on the new pole line in a current of 13,200 
volts to the new rotary houses, where it is converted, and is used upon 
the trolley wires at a constant voltage of 600 volts. By the new 
system this current can be maintained constant under all conditions, 
and must prove of great advantage to the comfort and convenience 
of all who travel over the road. 

The bridges on the Shore Line Division have received attention, 
and much work has been done in the line of strengthening them for 
the using of the heavy locomotives now required on the through 
freight and passenger business. 

At Tiverton the freight yard has been enlarged so as to give better 
facilities to the shippers in that locahty. 

At Bristol Ferry an important piece of work has been performed 
in connection with the Newport and Providence Street Railway 
Company, a subway has been built near the railroad station, under 
the tracks of the steam road, of sufficient width and length to accom- 
modate both the cars of the street railway and the teams and high- 
way travel in connection with the new steam ferry between Bristol 

Ferry and Bristol. 
9 
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At Newport, the bulk delivering freight yards have been increased, 
and the facilities for handling freight about the docks largely im- 
proved. 

The extensive and important work of abolishing the grade cross- 
ings in the city of Fall River, while not within this State, is of interest 
to our people, as it gives safer and more convenient transit through 
the city, both to the docks of New York steamers and for the travel 
between Providence and Newport.

STREET RAILWAYS. 



The year 1904 has been quite a favorable one for the street, or 
trolley, roads of this State, and the reports from the several companies 
show a marked improvement in nearly every particular. There has 
been an increase of about twenty miles of road and a corresponding 
increase in single track mileage. The rolling stock has been kept in 
first class condition and many new cars have been added, all of 
modern style. Nearly every road shows an increase in net earnings, 
and every road but one shows an increase in the number of pas- 
sengers carried. 

The freight and express business has had a constantly increasing 
growth and has proved a great convenience to persons doing business 
in the towns and villages not reached by the steam roads, and es- 
pecially in the immediate vicinity of the city of Providence. In 
many cases the freight is delivered at the doors of the stores, making 
h. saving in the expense of transshipment, as well as a saving in time. 

The freight and express department of the trolley service was 
commeneed as an experiment, but the results have demonstrated 
the wisdom of its projectors. Starting with a single car, it has so 
grown that 45 cars are now used in the business, and the receipts 
from this source last year aggregated nearly one hundred thousand 
dollars. There are several roads that do not have the right under 
their charters to carry freight, but they will probably have their 
charters so amended as to give them that privilege. 

The returns of the street, or trolley, roads in this State show a 
marked contrast to those of Massachusetts, especially those of the 
rural districts. Out of seventy-four electric roads in operation in 
that State, five went into the hands of receivers; while in thirty the 
receipts were not sufficient to pay operating expenses and fixed 
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charges. The conclusion of the raiboad commission of that State is 
that the building of trolley roads in country districts is overdone, 
and in some cases rates of fare have been increased and transfers 
cut oflf. , . . 

Summary of Statistics. 

There are fifteen street railroad corporations holding charters or 
doing business* in this State; of these there are but ten that are 
operated under their charters, viz. : the Rhode Island Company, 
which owns, leases, or controls the Union Railroad Company, the 
Pawtucket Street Railway Company and the Providence Cable 
Tramway Company; the Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Com- 
pany; the Pawcatuck Valley Street Railway Company; Old Colony 
Street Railway Company of Massachusetts, which leases and oper- 
ates the Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company; Sea 
View Railroad Company; Newport and Providence Railway Com- 
pany; Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company; Providence and 
Daniekon Railway Company; Columbian Street Railway Company; 
and the Western Rhode Island Railway Company. 

Property. 

These corporations report 341+ miles of road in this State, with 
369+ miles of single track; this is an increase of 19+ miles of road 
and of 18+ miles of single track. The paid up capital stock of all 
the roads is $21,607,100.00, an increase over last year of $1,971,- 
200.00. They own 836 motor cars, 45 freight cars, and 56 other 
cars; this shows an increase in motor cars of 128 and an increase in 
freight cars of 12, and a decrease in other cars of 21. 

The total property and assets of these corporations are reported 
as $31,803,086.43, an increase over last year of $3,895,182.02. 

Dividends. 

Dividends were paid by four of these corporations, as follows: 
Union Railroad Company, 8 per cent., $720,000.00; Pawtucket 
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Street Railway Company, 6 per cent., $30,000.00; Newport and 
Fall River Street Railway Company (6 per cent, on $750,000, paid 
directly to stockholders by Old Colony Street Railway Company, 
lessee), $45,000.00; Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, 2 
per cent., $100,000.00; the total amount paid in dividends was 
$895,000.00. 

Heating of Cars. 

Of the passengers cars in use 395 are warmed by electric heaters. 
Nearly all cars used in cool weather are thus warmed, and, where 
conductors are careful, and keep, vestibule doors closed, passengers 
are generally sufficiently warm. But cars without vestibules are, 
as a rule, anything but comfortable in extreme cold weather. 

On some long routes, like those in Pawtucket and elsewhere, there 
are no vestibule cars, and the motormen have suffered severely 
during the past two winters. I hope that vestibule cars will be pro- 
vided on all lines, before another winter. 

Grade Crossings. 

There are 24 grade crossings of electric cars over other railroads, 
street or steam, and 113 direct grade crossings over highways, out- 
side city limits. There have been no new grade crossings over steam 
roads granted during the year. 

Passengers Carried. 

The whole number of passengers carried was 69,657,751; an in- 
crease over last year of 4,938,834. One road reports a decrease in 
the number of passengers carried. 

Indebtedness. 

The funded debt of all the corporations is $6,921,700.00; floating 
debt, $1,287,664.75; total indebtedness, $8,209,364.75. There is a 
decrease of $5,000.00 in the funded debt; an increase in the floating 
debt of $185,869.78; an increase in total indebtedness of $180,869.78. 
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Employees. 

The whole number of persons employed by these corporations is 
3,180, an increase over last year of 725. 

Town Ordinance. 

On the second day of August I received from Charles B. Mason a 
copy of an ordinance adopted by the town council of Warren in rela- 
tion to speed of trolley cars in that town. This ordinance I approved 
on the third of same month. On the sixteenth of same month the 
town council repealed said ordinance and adopted another to take 
its place, which was approved by me on the nineteenth of same 
month. The following is the correspondence relative to same: 

Wabren, R. I., August 1, A. D. 1904. 
Hon. E. L. Freeman, 

Railroad Commissumer. 

Dear Sir: — Enclosed find copy of ordinance adopted to-day by the town coun- 
cil of Warren, which is sent by direction of the council, of which your approval is 
requested by the council. Will you kindly endorse approval, with date of same, 
on ordinance and return it to me if it meets with your a^^roval. If an amend- 
ment is needed kindly notify me of its nature as soon as convenient. 

I am instructed by the council to inform you that there have been two acci- 
dents recently on Child street, both happening within a few weeks. The last one 
was yesterday, when one person was very seriously, and possibly fatally, injured, 
in a collision between an electric car and another vehicle. The first accident 
was at Metacom avenue, and the last one at the Asylimi road. 

You will observe that the speed limit of eight miles an hour in the present 
ordinance is the same as contained in the ordinance regulating the speed of cars 
on Main street in this town, between Kelley's bridge and the railroad crosang, 
approved by you January 28, 1901.

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It 18 ordained by the Town Council of Warren as follows: 

Section 1. No street railway company using any of the public streets or high- 
ways of the town of Warren for the purpose of running and operating street cars 
shall run any of its cars at a greater rate of speed than eight miles an hour in Mar- 
ket street in said Warren or in Handy street in said Warren, or in Child street 
in said Warren, between a line in extension of the westerly line of Handy street 
and a line in extension of the easterly line of the Asylum road. 

Sec. 2. Any employee of such company or other person who shall run or 
operate any street car at a greater rate of speed than hereinbefore provided shall 
be fined not more than twenty dollars or be imprisoned for a term not exceeding 
twenty days. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its approval by the Railroad 

Commissioner. 

Approved AugiMt 3, 1904. 

It is ordained by the Town Council of Warren as follows: 

Section 1. No street railway company using any of the public streets or high- 
ways of the town of Warren for the purpose of running and operating street cars 
shall run any of its ears at a greater rate of speed than eight miles an hour in 
Market street in said Warren, of in Handy street in said Warren, or in Child 
street in said Warren, between a line in extension of the westerly line of Handy 
street and the Little Bridge, so-called (being the bridge over the stream emptying 
into Palmer's river or the cove); or at a greater rate of speed than six miles an 
hour in Child street in said Warren while crossing Metacom avenue or passing 
Barker avenue or Asyliun road. 

Sec. 2. Any employee of said company or other person who shall nm or operate 
any street car at a greater rate of speed than hereinbefore provided shall be fined 
not more than twenty dcdiars or be imprisoned for a term not exceeding twenty 
days. 

Sec. 3. The ordinance ordained by the town council of Warren August first, 
A. D. 1904, relating to the operation of street cars, is hereby repealed, and this 
ordinance shall take effect upon its approval by the Railroad Commissioner.

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ACCIDENTS. 

There were 190 accidents reported in connection with the street or 
electric railways, in which 17 persons were killed and 208 injured 
more or less seriously. Of the persons killed, 3 were children who 
ran in front of car and were killed ; 3 were men who jumped from car 
while it was in motion; 3 were men lying on tracks in dark places; 
1 drove team on right of way, and was struck by car; 1 in collision 
of car and team; 1 in collision of car and automobile; 1 while trying 
to board rapidly moving car; 1 was a laborer who was struck by 
derrick on Providence and Burrillville line; 1 was a brakeman caught 
between two cars on switch; 1 was killed in a collision between two 
cars; and 1 fell or threw himself across tracks on College' Hill, Provi- 
dence. 

Of the 208 persons injured, 81 were passengers: 39 in trying to 
board or leave cars while in motion; 9 in collisions of cars; 8, con- 
troller burned out; 3 fell from cars; 6, derailed cars; 2, by sudden 
starting of cars; 2, riding on running-board, were struck by team 
that was passing; 2 were injured in fire on car; 1 in a runaway car; 
1 stepped from car and slipped on ice; 1 slipped and fell on alighting 
from a car; 1, riding on running-board, struck by tree; 1, a woman, 
standing up to signal conductor, lost her balance; 1 waved hand 
from side of car, and was struck by tree; 1 upon leaving car stepped 
directly in front of a car going in the opposite direction; 1, a woman 
caught her foot in dress as she was alighting from car; 1 fell or was 
pushed from car at terminus on East avenue; and 1 lost his balance 
and fell when stepping from car that was stopped. 

Fourteen were employees: 3 brushed or fell from running-board; 
3 in collision of cars; 1, derailed car; 1, controller burning out; 1, 
swung out from car and was struck by pole; 1 was shocked from 
grasping pole that supported roof of car; 1 was struck by end of 
plank projecting from end of team; 1, on roof of car, was struck by 
trolley pole; 1 injured while running car into barn; and 1 while 
loading rails at Darlington. 
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Seventy-six were injured by collision of cars and teams; 14 were 
injured by running into cars or crossing tracks; 14 children were 
injured while pla3dng on or near tracks; 5 in collision of cars and 
bicycles; 2 in collision of cars and automobiles; 1, man, walking, 
was struck by a passenger of car who swung out from running-board 
to let conductor pass; and 1, man working on Washington bridge, 
was struck by car. 

The following is" a list of accidents reported to this office from the 
1st day of January, 1904, to the 31st day of December, 1904. 

Jan. 8. The rear trucks of a Rhode Island Co. car left the tracks 
at the corner of Richmond and Friendship streets, and Mr. O'Gare, 
who was standing on rear platform, fell, hurting his side. 

Jan. 9. A Rhode Island Co. car in attempting to take a switch 
too fast at Elmhurst, Providence, left the rails, and Mr. Hugh P. Wood 
claims he was hurt. 

Jan. 10. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Main 
street, Anthony, Mrs. Sarah Wood either slipped or stepped onto 
track and was struck by car and severely, if not fatally, injured. 

Jan. 10. John Kennedy and James Kelly drove a sleigh on the 
private right of way of the Rhode Island Co., and after driving over 
two open culverts, the team was struck by a car at Moon's Cut, and 
John Kennedy was killed and James Kelly badly injured. 

Jan. 11. Howard Cottrell coasted in front of a Rhode Island Co. 
car at Elm wood 'and Potter avenue, and was picked up by fender 
and carried about 30 feet, but was not seriously hurt. 

Jan. 14. A. C. Tarbox walked directly into corner of Rhode 
Island Co. car at the corner of Westminster and Dorrance streets, and 
was knocked down but not seriously injured. 

Jan. 15. Everett Miller stepped off of a Rhode Island Co. car at 
the corner of Broad and Martin streets, and slipped on ice and fell. 

Jan. 15. A Rhode Island Co. car collided with a team near

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Squantum gate on Pawtucket avenue, East Providence, and Ed. J. 
Medbury, the driver, was thrown out. 

Jan, 19. A Rhod/s Island Co. car collided with a team on Water- 
man avenue, East Providence. The horse was killed, and James 
Milburn, the driver, was thrown out and cut about the head. 

Jan, 19. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Cranston 
street in Arlington, a horse driven by Robert Wilson shied and was 
knocked down by car, and Mr. Wilson was thrown out and slightly 
injured. 

Jan. 25. A team was driven out of Sprague street directly in 
front of a Rhode Island Co. car on Elmwood avenue and was caught 
between the car and a pole, and the driver, John Pryor, was thrown 
out and bruised. 

Jan, 25. A team was driven across track in front of a Rhode 
Island Co. car in Washington village and was struck, and the driver, 
Lauriston Battey, was knocked from team to car platform, cutting 
his face a little. 

Jan, 26. Car No. 50, Woonsocket Street Railway Co., going 
down grade on slippery rails, and switch being open, the car colUded 
with another car standing on the switch, and one passenger was 
sHghtly cut by flying glass. 

Feb, 4. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a pung that was going in 
the same direction at the comer of Claverick and Broad streets, and 
three men who were riding in the pung were thrown out, and John 
Dougherty had his hip hurt. 

Feb, 4. A Providence and Danielson Railway Co. express car 
with milk car attached, running east from Waterman woods onto 
Hartford pike, struck a team that was being driven on track, and 
Frank Randall, the driver, was thrown out and bruised about the 
chest. 

Feb, 5. A sleigh was turned suddenly in front of a Rhode Island 
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Co. car between Sisson and Sterry streets, Providence, and was 
struck. Peter B. Murphy was thrown out and badly injured. 

Feb, 15. As a Rhode Island Co. car was between Making and 
Linden streets, Pawtucket, it struck Olson Trulem, who was walking 
on track in a dark place, and he was thrown to one side and cut 
about the head. He was taken to the Pawtucket Hospital. 

Feb. 22. Daniel Slocum, in an intoxicated condition, staggered 
from rear of one Rhode Island Co. car in front of another one and was 
knocked down. He was sent to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Feb, 29. James McGovern ran after and tried to board a Rhode 
Island Co. car at the comer of Dorrance and Westminster streets, 
Providence, slipped and fell and struck his head against car step. He 
was taken into a nearby drug store 

March 2. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along W.eybosset 
street. Providence, near Burrill, a man hanging to the bridle of a 
runaway horse crashed into the car and was rendered unconscious. 
He was taken to his home. 

March 3. A team collided with a Rhode Island Co. car on Main 
street in Pawtucket, and Dr. T. C. Clarkson fell against the dasher 
of buggy and claimed his arm and shoulder were hurt. 

March 5. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team were in collision at 
the comer of Dorrance and Clifford streets. Providence, and the 
driver, Simon Friedman, was thrown out and claimed that his side 
was hurt. He was taken to his home. 

March 9. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Main 
street in Pawtucket, a boy, Walter Turnquist, ran into car and was 
cut over the eye. He was taken to the Pawtucket Hospital. 

March 9. A Rhode Island Co. car left the rails at Arkwright 
Print Works, and crossed the road, shaking the passengers up con- 
siderably, but injuring none but Charles P. Caron; the conductor was 
thrown from rear platform and fractured right clavicle. 
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March 19. A boy, John A. Judge, rolled a hoop from behind a 
wagon directly in front of a Rhode Island Co. car near the corner of 
Plainfield street and Whittier avenue, Providence, and was struck 
by car and knocked down and sustained a slight scalp wound. 

March 19. As a Rhode Island Co. car was near Broadway and 
Valley street, Providence, John Trainer walked across the track in 
front of car and was knocked down, but got up and walked off. 

March 19. John Pergen fell from Rhode Island Company car at 
the corner of Westminster and Mathewson streets. He received a 
slight cut over the left eye and was taken into a nearby drug store. 

March 23. As a Rhode Island Co. car was about to pass a wagon 
that was going in the same direction on South Main street. Provi- 
dence, the driver pulled across the track and the team was struck and 
the driver, Timothy Sullivan, was thrown out and bruised about the 
arms and shoulders.

March 26. A Rhode Island Co. car was in collision with a team 
at the comer of Academy avenue and Hendrick street. Providence, 
and James Polka, Frederic Clow, and Peter Davidson were thrown 
out and injured. Mr. Polka had his skull fractured, and was taken 
to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

March 26. A Rhode Island Co. car collided with a team at the 
corna: of Charles and Ashburton streets. Providence, and threw it 
against a meat-wagon standing at side of street; the driver of the 
first team, R. Hutchinson, was thrown back into body of wagon and 
scratched his hand, and John A. Noonan, the driver of the meat-team, 
claims his hip was hurt. 

March 27. Wm. H. Clewley stepped from moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. on Canal street. Providence, and fell, bruising head and 
hands. 

March 30. James McDermott, while under the influence of liquor, 
stepped from a moving car of the Rhode Island Co. near Harris 
avenue. Providence, and fell.

March 30. After a Rhode Island Co. car had started from end of 
East avenue line, in Pawtueket, Mr. James McMann ran for the ear 
and grabbed the handles and was dragged about a car length, strain- 
ing muscles about the shoulders. 

Domenico Spirito attempted to board a moving car 
of the Rhode Island Co. on Atwells avenue, Providence, and fell and 
was slightly bruised. 

March 31. Geraldine F. Franklin attempted to board a Rhode 
Island Co. car on Weybosset street.

Provi- 
dence, and was overturned, and John Carr, one of the two men in the 
team, was thrown out and cut over the right eye. 

Afril 19. A boy, Leo Legault, ran from sidewalk in front of a 
Rhode Island Co. car on Quidnick street, Arctic. He was knocked 
down and severely bruised about the head. He was taken to his 
home. 

April 19. As a Rhode Island Co. car was between Wesleyan 
avenue and Willard avenue. Providence, David Patterson, who had 
been drinking, stepped from the car and fell, scratching his face. 

Ajyril 21. As a Rhode Island Co. car slowed down to let a pas- 
senger oflF at the comer of Broad and Sackett streets. Providence, 
a boy, Frank Hibbard, who had been following the car on a bicycle, 
ran into car and cut his lip and was unconscious. He was taken to 
the Rhode Island Hospital, where he soon recovered. 

April 25. Michael Nugent, employee of the Rhode Island Co., 
while loading rails at Darlington freight yard, had his foot run over 
and toes crushed. 

April 26. Frank Gagnon, a child two years old, ran out from side- 
walk, on Westminster street. Providence, and was struck by a city 
bound car and was picked up by fender and not seriously injured. 

April 29. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a moving van containing 
twenty-five men at the corner of Friendship and Dudley streets. 
Providence, and one man, Antonio Parillo, was badly shaken up and 
bruised. 
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April 30. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Friend- 
ship street, Providence, near Dudley, a wagon was driven across 
track in front of car and was struck, and Tom Barone, who was sitting 
on rear end of wagon, was thrown to the ground and hurt his knee, 
and the driver, Byron Baton, claimed to be hurt. 

May 4. J. F. Whittemore, while working on Washington bridge, 
Providence, was struck by a Rhode Island Co. car, and his back was 
injured. 

May 4. Alice O'Brien, a little girl playing on the sidewalk on 
Eddy street. Providence, started to run away from a friend, and 
ran into side of a Rhode Island Co. car and sustained a scalp wound. 
She was taken to her home. 

May 5. Conductor J. J. Maguire, passing along running-board on 
a Rhode Island Co. car, was struck by a tree at the corner of Elm- 
wood avenue and Warren street. Providence, and brushed from the 
car and received a bad scalp woimd. He was taken to Dr. Chesebro's 
office. 

May 6. As a Rhode Island Co. car was turning the corner of 
Mathewson and Westminster streets. Providence, it swung and hit 
an express wagon and threw the driver, Frank Moorhouse, off, 
injuring his knee. He was taken to Dr. Hasbrouck's office. 

May 6. As a Rhode Island Co. freight dummy was pushing a 
freight car along South Water street. Providence, Max Silverman 
attempted to drive his team between the car and another team going 
in the same direction, and the car struck his wagon, throwing him off 
and bruising him slightly. 

May 8. J. Goldstein, walking along Elmwood avenue near Arch 
street. Providence, was knocked down by a passenger on a Rhode 
Island Co. car, who swung out to let the conductor get by him on 
the running-board. Mr. Goldstein walked away appftrently unhurt. 

May 11. Ranie Bowvier, a boy, stealing a ride on a construction 
car on Child street, Warren, jumped off while the car wias moving 
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rapidly, and injured the bones of his foot so that it had to be am- 
putated. He was taken to his home in Warren. 

May 13. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Broad 
street, near Claverick, Providence, and as it was passing a team, the 
hub of the wheel overlapped the running-board and struck J. B. 
McGray on the ankle and sprained it. Also struck J. O'Connor, 
another passenger, who was riding on the running-board and injured, 
him slightly. 

May 14. As a Rhode Island Co. car was opposite 98 Pidge avenue. 
Providence, a httle girl ran from sidewalk directly in front of slowly 
moving car, and was struck and killed. 

May 14. J. McNally, lying on track in a dark place on Station 
street, Anthony, R. I., was struck and killed by a Rhode Island Co. 
car. 

May 16. Theodore Pearson fell from rear platform of a Rhode 
Island Co. car as it rounded the curve near Dr. Mack's office, Cromp- 
ton, and was rendered unconscious, but not seriously injured. 

May 16. Walter M. Murray, who was riding on rear of moving 
wagon near Friendship and Lockwood streets. Providence, was struck 
by a Rhode Island Company car and knocked off, and cut his knee 
and was bruised about the head. 

May 27. A child, Mary Dennin, ran out from behind one car in 
front of another Rhode Island Co. car at the corner of Westminster 
and Perry streets. Providence, and was struck and rolled under the

fender. She was taken to her home, where she died. 

May 27. Thomas DeChristofaro, a drunken man, lying on railroad 
track of the Rhode Island Co., in a dark place on Man ton avenue. 
North Providence, was run over and instantly killed. A coroner's 
inquest was held in North Providence by Herbert A. Fenner. 

May 30. Emelin Fisher, of Boston, Mass., riding a wheel on War- 
ren avenue, near Moore's corner. East Providence, swerved toward 
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a Rhode Island Co. car and was struck and sustained a severe scalp 
wound. He was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

May 31. Mrs. Conlin, alighting from a standing car at the corner 
of Brook and Transit streets, Providence, slipped and fell to the 
ground, cutting a gash in the back of her head. She was taken to her 
home after having wound dressed at a nearby drug store. 

June 2. A. J. Grossman was knocked down and considerably 
bruised by a Rhode Island Co. car on College street, near Benefit 
street, Providence. 

May 4. Loretta Harty, a Uttle girl, ran across North Main street. 
Providence, in front of a Rhode Island Co. car, and stumbled and fell, 
and the car passed over her and she was instantly killed. 

May 5. A wagon containing four men was driven into the front 
end of a Rhode Island Co. car that was nearly stopped at the comer 
of Friendship and Summer streets. Providence. The horse shied and 
tipped the wagon over, and three of the men fell out. Frank Mazzene 
had his head cut. 

June 7. H. H. Logan was driving down Arsenal lane. Providence, 
when his horse became frightened and ran into the side of a Rhode 
Island Co. car that was passing along North Main street, and the 
driver was thrown out and slightly injured. 

June 9. Aloysius McManus, conductor, Rhode Island Co., as 
his car was near North Broadway, East Providence, swung out from 
car to pass passenger on running-board, and was struck by a pole and 
sustained concussion of the brain; four teeth were knocked out. He 
was taken to his home, and has since recovered. 

June 11. Mary Galligan stepped from a moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. on Broadway near Knight street, Providence, and fell, 
cutting the back of her head. Sent to Dr. O'Keefe. 

June 11. R. F. Collins stepped from moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. on Elmwood avenue. Providence, and cut the back of his 

head.

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June 12. Ellen Finnegan, riding on Rhode Island Co. car that 
was derailed on Warren avenue, East Providence, was thrown 
backward and forward in car, injuring her abdomen. 

Joseph Mylen, riding a bicycle, ran into the front end 
of a Rhode Island Co. car at the comer of Aborn and Washington 
streets. Providence, and cut his lip. 

June 14. A Rhode Island Co. car caught fire at the comer of 
North Main and Cemetery streets.

As a Rhode Island Company car was going down hill 
rapidly on Pawtucket avenue, near Armington comers, East Provi- 
dence, and before the car could be stopped, it stmck a wagon near 
track, and the driver, Harry P. Evans, was thrown out and injured 
so badly that he died in a short time. 

June 19. Two Rhode Island Co. cars were in collision on North 
Main street near James,, Providence, and Mrs. Margaret E. Hanley 
was overcome by thp shock and had to be taken home in a carriage.

He was taken 
to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Juiy 2. Car No. 15, Providence & Danielson Railway Co., in 
South Scituate, R. I., jumped the track and struck a trolley pole, 
damaging the car and throwing Charles J. Lingren on the ground, 
dislocating shoulder and bruising right hip. He was sent to the 
Rhode Island Hospital. 

July 3. J. H. Regan tried to board a moving Rhode Island Co. 
car at the corner of Westminster and Eddy streets. Providence, and 
fell, bruising his forehead. * 

July 7. Mary J. Walch stepped from moving car of the Rhode . 
Island Company on Exchange Place, Providence, near the fire station, 
and fell, cutting her head. She was taken to her home. 

July 9. A buggy containing L. Jasper, Jennie Davison, and 
Morris Wilkar, was driven across the track within a few feet of Rhode 
Island Co. car on Charles street, near Branch avenue. Providence, 
and was struck by car. The occupants were shaken up and bruised, 
and Jennie Davison had knee-cap broken. Friends carried her off. 
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Jvly 10. Emeist Manning, a four-year-old boy, standing near 

North street, Riverside, suddenly turned and ran into side of a Rhode 

Island Company car and was rendered unconscious.

July 11. Lawrence Mooney, John Mooney, and Ed. Rogers, 
driving a team near Chaffee street and Manton avenue. Providence, 
were struck by a Rhode Island Co. car and the three men were thrown 
out and bruised quite severely. They were taken to their homes. 

Jvly 12. A Rhode Island Co. car struck an autoihobile in front 
of Pomham Club grounds. East Providence, and Mr. O. L. Judd, of 
New York, died from the effect of injuries received, and Ezra Perkins, 
of Providence, was badly hurt. 

July 13. A light open buggy, containing two men, was backed 
upon track at Wellington and Park avenue, Auburn, in front of a 
Rhode Island Co. car, by a frightened horse. The horse was struck 
and killed, and Mr. Bagley, one of the men, jumped from team and 
was slightly burised. 

July 14. Fred B. Payne, conductor, Rhode Island Co., lost his 
hold and fell from running-board of car near Riverside car barn, 
bruising his face, spraining wrist, and breaking his teeth. He was 
sent to his home.

• street, near Pennsylvania avenue, the controller blew out, causing a 
large flash of flame and smoke. The passengers attempted to leave 
the car, and the following persons were rather seriously injured: 
Ada M. Gaton, 24 West Friendship street. Providence; Jennette E. 
Harvey, 394 East Avenue, Pawtucket; James Flynn, 86 Pine street, 
Pawtucket; Miss H. M. Jencks, 336 Pine street. Providence; John 
Murphy, 162 Clifford street. Providence. Mr. Murphy was sent to 
the Rhode Island Hospital, and the rest were sent to their homes. 
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July 22. J. S. Hanna; passenger on Rhode Island Co. car as it 
was passing along Elmwood avenue, waved his hand from side of 
car, and was struck by a tree and possibly fractured bones in hand. 

July 28. Nellie J. Olin, a young girl about sixteen years old, and 
totally deaf, was struck by a Rhode Island Co. car while crossing the 
track on North Broadway in East Providence. Her arm was slightly 
hurt, and she was taken to her home. 

July 31. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing rapidly along 
the Hauterive road, East Providence, James Cooper tried to board 
same, lost his hold and fell, and his legs went under the car and were 
crushed by the wheels. He died shortly afterwards at St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 

July 31. Ellen M. Plum and Mary Plum stepped from a Rhode 
Island Co. car before it came to a stop near the State prison, both 
fell to the ground, cutting their heads. They were attended by Dr. 
Smith of Riverpoint. 

July 31. Conductor C. R. Breed of the Rhode Island Co. grasped 
the rear platform roof support of his car when near the comer of 
Dorrance and Weybosset streets. Providence, and received a shock 
that threw him to the ground and burned his hand. 

July 31. A carriage containing a man and an elderly woman, 
Mrs. Betsey Sherman, was struck by a Rhode Island Co. car near the 
comer of Child street and Asylum avenue in Warren. The woman 
was thrown out and her head cut. She was sent to her home. 

Aug, 8. While a Rhode Island Co. car was going at a high rate 
of speed on Langdon street. Providence, John Gilloly's hat blew 
off and he jumped from the car, falHng on his back and fracturing 
his skull. He died the next day from the eflFects of his injuries. He 
was taken to the office of Dr. Kennedy, Branch avenue. 

Aug. 8. Rhode Island Co. car No. 35 left the rails as it struck a 
curve on down grade on Blackstone boulevard. Providence, and 
Rose Donohue and Emma Paddock were slightly injured.

A^ conductor John R. King was standing on running- 
board of Rhode Island Co. car on Hartford avenue near Heath street, 
Providence, a tip-cart loaded with planks passed the car and the con- 
ductor was struck by one of the planks and shghtly injured about 
the head and shoulders. He was sent to his home. 

AiLg. 10. As Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Natick 
avenue, Greenwood, about 12:30 A. M., at a very dark spot, an in- 
toxicated woman, Mrs. Emma Simpson, staggered across the track 
directly in front of the car and was struck, receiving injuries from 
which she died soon afterwards. The body was taken to the under- 
taking rooms of T. F. Monahan, Wickenden street. 

Aug, 11. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along North 
Main street near Abbott street. Providence, Morris Carberry at- 
tempted to board the car while it was going at full speed and was 
struck by a passing team, injuring his nose and wrenching his shoulder. 
He was taken to Dr. Akers' office. 

Av^, 11. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Tock- 
wotten street, near Ives street. Providence, Paul Aveler, a boy who 
was playing in the street, ran into side of car and bruised his forehead 
slightly. He was taken to the office of Dr. Campbell. 

Aug, 12. Salvatore Cataldo, employed by the Providence & 
Burrillville Street Railway Co. was struck by derrick and so severely 
injured that he died from the effects of his injuries. 

Aug, 17. Julius Band, after mailing letter in box, stepped on 
track directly in front of a Rhode Island Co. car on Elmwood avenue, 
near Westfield street. Providence, and was knocked down by car 
and had collarbone broken. He was taken to his home. 

Aug, 18. Benjamin Rice got off of one Rhode Island Co. car and 
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stepped directly in front of a car going in the opposite direction on 
Randall square, Providence. He claimed his leg and arm were 
hurt. 

Aug, 19. Henry Brown jumped from moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. at Randall and Printery streets, Providence, and fell, 
and was badly shaken up. 

Av^, 22. Miss Johanna Burke, after signalling car of the Rhode 
Island Co. to stop at Bristol Neck, stepped from the car while it was 
in motion. She feU, cutting her head and receiving numerous 
bruises. 

Atig, 26. Nathaniel F. Patten jumped from moving car of the 
Rhode Island Co. at Broad and Marten streets, Providence, twisted 
around and struck on the back of his head. He was taken home, 
where he died from concussion of the brain. 

Aug. 27. Michael Tierney attempted to board a moving car of 
the Rhode Island Co. on South Main street, near College street. 
Providence, and was dragged about fifteen feet and considerably 
bruised about the body. He was taken to the Rhode Isl0,nd Hos- 
pital. 

Av^. 28. As a Rhode Island Co. car took the curve near Moore's 
Corner, East Providence, James Turner, in an intoxicated condition, 
sitting on floor of back platform, was thrown off, striking.on his head, 
and was rendered imconscious. He was taken to the Rhode Island 
Hospital. 

Av^, 31. Mrs, Alice Graves attempted to leave a moving car of 
the Rhode Island Co. at Candace and Orms streets. Providence, and 
fell on left side, breaking her left arm. She was taken to her home. 

Aug, 31. Geo. J. Brown, conductor of Rhode Island Co. car, 
while on roof of derailed car in Apponaug, was struck by trolley pole 
and had his head cut. 

Sept, 1. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Elmwood 
avenue. Providence, Sarkis Papazian jumped from the car while it 
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was in motion and was cut about the head. He was taken to Dr. 
Rounds' office. 

Sept. 1. H. W. Bennett stepped from a moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. at Arnold avenue, and fell, striking on the back of his head. 
He suffered cerebral concussion as a result of the fall. He was taken 
to Hotel Updike, East Greenwich. 

Sept, 2. John Roseman drove milk cart upon track within 30 feet 
of rapidly moving car of the Rhode Island Co. at Grant's Station, 
Warwick. His cart was demolished, his horse killed, and Mr. Rose- 
man's shoulder was dislocated and head hurt. He was taken to the 
Rhode Island Hospital. 

Sept. 3. At the comer of Cranston and Knight streets. Providence, 
the police patrol crossed tracks of the Rhode Island Co. and was 
struck by car, and the driver, James Johnson, was thrown out and 
bruised about the head and body, and officer John Hannifan had his 
leg bruised. 

Sept. 3. There was a collision of two Rhode Island Co. cars at 
corner of Aborn and Washington streets. Providence, and John Can- 
field, Vincenzo Carnacciano, and Thomas H. Gillerin were shaken 
up and claimed to be injured, but not seriously. • 

Sept. 3. A team was driven across track directly in front of a 
Rhode Island Co. car at the corner of Point and Richmond streets. 
Providence, and the driver, E. S. Sweet, was thrown out and his 
shoulder dislocated. He was taken home. 

Sept. 4. Domenico Marsiello jumped backwards from a moving 
car of the Rhode Island Co., at Harrington. He struck on his, head 
and died from the effects of injuries received. 

Sept. 5. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along BuUock's 
Point avenue. Riverside, Manoog Asadooran lost his hat, and without 
waiting for car to stop, jumped and fell, striking his head. He was 
taken to Dr. Coxe's office. 

Sept, 5. John P. Sundin, in an intoxicated condition, stepped in 
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front of a car of the Rhode Island Co. in a dark place near King's 
Comer, Natick. He was struck by car and injured about the head, 
and was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Sept, 6. A Rhode Island Co. car started suddenly as Mrs. Wm. H. 
Lambert was alighting from same at the comer of Main and Garden 
streets, Pawtucket, and she fell and sprained her ankle. She went 
to her home. 

Sept. 7. W. E. Jacques, motorman, Rhode Island Co. car, was 
running his car into the North Main street car bam. Providence, from 
a position on the fender of the car, and bumped into another car and 
injured his knee. 

Sept. 7. Alfreda H. Beane stepped from a moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co., on Prospect street, Pawtucket, and was badly shaken up. 

Sept. 11. An auto crossed track about three feet ahead of a Rhode 
Island Co. car that had just started on Cranston street, near Dexter 
street, Providence, and was struck, Miss Mary Grogan jumped out 
and injured her knee, but not seriously. 

Sept. 11. Two Rhode Island Co. cars rubbed together at Market 
square. Providence, and conductor D. P. Coyle, who was on the run- 
ning-board of one of them, was slightly bruised. 

Sept. 11. As a Rhode Island Co. car was coming down College 
street. Providence, Thomas Magurn either fell or threw himself across 
track within four feet of grip car descending hill and was struck. 
He was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital, but died almost as soon 
as he reached there. 

Sept. 12. A Rhode Island Co. car caught fire at Bassett street 
switch, Providence, and Mrs. John F. Sullivan was badly burned about 
the legs. Miss Anna Gillese was also badly burned, and several other 
passengers were slightly burned and very much frightened. 

Sept. 16. Edna Renter walked into the side of a Rhode Island 
Co. car at the corner of Eddy and Mutual streets. Providence, and fell 
down and was bruised about the legs. 
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Sept. 17. Henry Wickes was riding a bicycle following an auto- 
mobile when he swerved onto track in front of a Rhode Island Co. 
car at the corner of Wentworth avenue and Broad street, Providence. 
He was struck by car and rendered unconscious, and was taken to 
his home. 

Sept. 18. Kate Smith started to leave a Rhode Island Co. car be- 
fore it came to a stop in front of the city hall, Providence, and fell 
down. She said she hurt her leg, but was able to walk away. 

Sept, 19. A horse became frightened at a sprinkling car of the 
Rhode Island Co. at the corner of Broad and Baker streets. Provi- 
dence, and the driver, A. B.- Benson, was thrown out and slightly 
injured about the right shoulder and arm. 

Sept. 22. Two Rhode Island Co. cars were in collision at Lake- 
wood station, and the motorman of one of the cars, D. J. McAuliffe, 
had his ankle hurt, and one passenger, Antoine Enos, was badly 
shaken up and frightened. 

Sept. 22. A baker's team was driven from behind another team 
directly in front of a Rhode Island Co. car on Charles street, Provi- 
dence, near the Franklin Machine Co., and the driver, Eguisti Fran- 
ciscione, was thrown out and his finger injured. He was also con- 
siderably shaken up. 

Sept. 24. A team was driven rapidly out of Gano street. Provi- 
dence, directly in front of a Rhode Island Co. car, and the driver, 
C. J. Purvere, claimed he was thrown off and injured his back. 

Sept. 25. Mrs. E. J. Steere, with a baby in her arms, stepped 
from a Rhode Island Co. car after it had stopped at the corner of 
Dorrance and W.eybosset streets. Providence, and caught her foot in 
her dress and fell, spraining her ankle. She went home in a carriage. 

Sept. 25. John Dunphy, in an intoxicated condition, tried to 
board a moving car of th^ Rhode Island Co. near Globe street. 
Providence, and fell and was shaken up and bruised. 

Sept. 27. Ann Burns stepped from sidewalk at North Main street. 
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near Grand View street, Providence, to signal a Rhode Island Co. car 
and was struck by a team and thrown against side of car and then 
fell under wheels of wagon, and was badly injured about the head. 
She was taken to Rhode Island Hospital. 

Sept, 28. Wm. A. Ryder, brakeman in the employ of the Rhode 
Island Co., was caught between two cars on the switch on Eddy street, 
near New York avenue. Providence, and fatally injured. He was 
taken to the Rhode Island Hospital, where he died from the effects 
of injuries received. 

Oct, 1. James Smith jumped from a Rhode Island Co. car while 
it was in motion on Broad street, and fell, skinning his face and 
hands. 

Od, 2. An unknown man jumped from a moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. on Broad street, Providence, and fell on his side. He was 
taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Oct, 4. Mrs. Gorman, while leaving a Rhode Island Co. car at the 
terminus on East avenue, Pawtucket, fell or was pushed from car 
and hurt her head. 

Oct. 7. A team was driven out of a side street in front of a Rhode 
Island Co. car near Crompton fire station, and the driver, Wm. Essex, 
was thrown out and bruised considerably. 

Oct, 10. Arthur Guertin ran suddenly in front of a Rhode Island 
Co. car on Silver Spring street, Providence, and was knocked down 
and picked up by fender. He was slightly bruised. 

Oct, 10. A coal team was turned suddenly in front of a Rhode 
Island Co. car on Elmwood avenue at DaboU street, Providence, 
and was struck by car, and the driver, Francis Morah, was thrown 
from team and severely bruised his side. 

Oct, 13. A buggy was driven in front of a Rhode Island Co. car 
on Elmwood avenue, near Roger Williams Park, and was struck by 
car. Wm. H. Miller was thrown from the team and cut about the 
head. 
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Oct. 14. Mrs. Ralph Kinder, an elderly lady, in stepping off from 
a Rhode Island Co. car that was stopped at the corner of Franklin 
and Water streets, Bristol, lost her balance and fell, striking her 
head on curbstone, sustaining, probably, a fracture of the skull. 

Oct. 16. John R. Ingram jumped from a moving car of the Rhode 
Island C6. on Chestnut street, Bristol, and' sprained right wrist and 
was badly shaken up. 

Oct. 21. A team was driven from Ruggles street into Chalkstone 
avenue. Providence, so close to a Rhode Island Co. car that it was 
struck, and the driver, Geo. E. McElroy, was thrown off and had his 
ear cut. 

Oct. 23. A boy. Napoleon Cota, was playing with comrades in 
Centredale, and ran directly in front of an approaching car of the 
Rhode Island Co., and was knocked down and picked up on fender. 
His right side was severely bruisfed. 

Oct. 23. As Mary McDonald was about to alight from a Rhode 
Island Co. car on Westminster street, near Dorrance, Providence, the 
car started, and she was thrown to the ground and cut her knee. 

Oct. 27. A moving wagon was driven on track in front of Rhode 
Island Co. car on Elmwood avenue, near Roger Williams Park, and 
was struck, and three men, John Reagan, Jesse Denton, and E. W. 
Sunderland were thrown off and bruised considerably. 

Nov. 5. Bricita Pilozzo walked from sidewalk into rear of car of 
the Rhode Island Co., near Knight street. Providence; she was 
knocked down and injured about the h^ad and back. 

Nov. 5. As a Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car was near Ye 
Arnold Inn, in North Smithfield, the controller burned out, causing 
a panic, in which the following persons were injured: Mrs. Malcolm 
McCutcheon, quite seriously injured about the head and rendered 
unconscious; John Bates had his wrist sprained; Ramsden Sykes, 
injured about head and face. 

Nov. 10. Mrs. Richard Wilkinson tried to board a moving car of 
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the Rhode Island Co. at Eddy and Rhodes streets, Providence, and 
fell. Not seriously injured. 

Nov, 11. A Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car collided with a 
team at Branch bridge, Great road. North Smithfield, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Remington were thrown out, but not seriously injured. 

Nov. 13. Mrs. Susan Doyle claims to have been thrown and 
dragged while boarding a Rhode Island Co. car on Francis street, 
under Union station. Providence, and to have been severely injured. 

Nov, 14. Owen King attempted to leave a moving car of the 
Rhode Island Co. at Exchange street. Providence, and fell and was 
badly shaken up. 

Nov. 19. As a Rhode Island Co. car was near the corner of Dudley 
and Main streets. Providence, the controller burned out and the 
motorman, F. Almond, jumped from rapidly moving car and was 
considerably bruised. 

Nov. 25. In a collision of cars on Newport and Fall River line 
at Stone Bridge, Tiverton, Frank Watts, acting conductor, had right 
leg broken, and died from the effect of injuries received. 

Nov. 30. A little girl, Ellen Masterspn, ran in front of a Rhode 
Island Co. car at the comer of Branch avenue and Langdon streets. 
Providence. She was rescued by the motorman, but was shghtly 
bruised by striking against the front of the car. 

Nov. 30. A driver of a hack turned team onto track at the comer 
of Church and North Main streets. Providence, in front of a car of the 
Rhode Island Co., and the team was stmck and overturned. The 
driver, John Westlake, was thrown off and somewhat bruised. Mrs. 
Harold Brown, who was in the hack, said that her ankle was hurt. 

Dec. 3. In a collision between a brewery wagon and a Rhode 
Island Co. car on Francis street, near Gaspee, Providence, the driver 
of the team, Thomas Z. Lee, was thrown off and had three ribs 
broken. He was taken to his home, 24 Summer street, Pawtucket. 
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Dec, 4. John Glennon jumped from a moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. at Benedict street, Providence, and was rendered uncon- 
scious; he was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital, where he re- 
covered. 

Dec. 5. William Robinowitz walked in front of a Rhode Island 
Co. car at the corner of North Main and Bowen streets, Providence, 
and was struck by car and knocked down, cutting his head. He was 
attended by Dr. Black. 

Dec, 7. Flora Danz, a little girl dragging a sled across tracks on 
Broad street near city line, was struck by a Rhode Island Co. car 
and bruised considerably, but not seriously. 

Dec, 10. Ida Morrison tried to board moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. at Charles and Orms streets. Providence, and was dragged 
a short distance and bruised about the arms and legs. 

Dec, 10. In a collision between a Rhode Island Co. car and a 
team on North Main street, near Mill, Providence, Harry Zawarden 
and Max Zuribovitz were badly frightened. 

Dec, 12. George Thurber crossed track in front of car of the 
Rhode Island Company at Wickenden and Cent streets. Providence, 
and was knocked down and sustained slight scalp wound. He was 
taken to the Rhode Island Ho^ital. 

Dec, 12. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on Branch 
avenue bridge, Providence, and turned it over on its side. The 
driver, Frank Cassidy, escaped with a slightly bruised shoulder. 

Dec, 14. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a sleigh near the Ten 
Mile river boat house. East Providence, and Mr. and Mrs J. R. Med- 
bery were thrown out and bruised slightly. 

Dec, 17. In a collision between two Rhode Island Co. cars at 
Olneyville square, Ellen Simone, Mrs. C. D. Grove, and Rose Mc- 
Carthy were shaken up and received nervous shock. 

Dec. 17 A Rhode Island Co. car struck a sleigh at the corner of 
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Park and Phenix avenue, Providence, and Mabel Studley was thrown 
out and somewhat bruised. 

Dec. 17. A child, Mildred Cook, ran suddenly into street from 
behind a tree and directly in front of a Rhode Island Co. car on 
Broad street, near Claverick, Providence. She was knocked down 
and had face badly bniised. 

Dec, 18. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a milk wagon on Crans- 
ton street, near Waldo, Providence, and threw the driver, Michael 
P. Kirley, out, and he was badly bruised. 

Dec, 18. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a hack on Pawtucket 
avenue, near Belmont street. Providence. The hack was overturned, 
and the driver, Simon Powers, was thrown to the ground, fracturing 
his arm. The occupants of the hack, David Collins and wife, Mary 
Collins, and David J. Collins were badly bruised. They were at- 
tended by Dr. McGraw. 

Dec, 19. Albert Ray, of Lakewood, attempted to board a moving 
car of the Rhode Island Co. at the corner of Winter and Lock wood 
streets. Providence, and was thrown down and injured his back. 

Dec. 19. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a cart on Broad street, 
near Pearl, Providence, and James Costa, the driver, was thrown 
from seat of cart and sprained one of his legs. 

Dec. 22. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on Broadway, 
Providence, and the driver, Maurice Cusack, was thrown out and 
landed on his back and was rendered unconscious. 

Dec. 25. A Rhode Island Co. car ran away down Olney street 
hill. Providence, and crashed into a pole at the bottom; Margaret 
Cafferty, together with thirteen other passengers, was much bruised 
and shaken up, and she sustained a nervous shock. 

Dec. 31. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on Broadway 
hill, Pawtucket, and the driver, Edwin G. Shaw, was thrown off, 
injuring his knee. 
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Changes, Extensions, and Improvements. 

The Rhode Island Company. — One of the greatest improvements 
that has been made in street railway facilities of the Rhode Island 
Company was that which was made the past year in the cities of 
Pawtucket and Central Falls and the town of Lincoln. The change 
from the old narrow gauge track to the standard gauge of 4 feet 8i 
inches has been completed in these cities. The old narrow gauge 
system of the Pawtucket Street Railway Company has existed in 
these cities and the adjoining towns of Lincoln and Cumberland since 
the organization of the company in 1885, and after the change from 
horse to electric power it became more and more apparent how in- 
adequate was the maintenance of the narrow gauge to meet the 
demands of the public for a car service equivalent to that which was 
being given by the standard gauge systems. The Rhode Island 
Company, recognizing how great would be the improvement of the 
service, finally obtained the rights from the cities of Pawtucket and 
Central Falls and the towns of Lincoln and Cumberland to substitute 
tracks of the standard gauge, and the work of making the change 
was commenced at once and pushed forward to an early completion, 
with the exception that a small piece of track has not been changed 
in the town of Lincoln. The reason that this track has not been 
changed is that it is a terminal of the line which passes through the 
town of Cumberland, and the town council of this town has not yet 
given its assent to the removal of the narrow gauge within its limits, 
the question as to the kind of rail to be used still remaining unsettled. 

The new rails that have been laid in the cities of Pawtucket and 
Central Falls are of the grooved type, and the heaviest pattern used 
for railway work in the country, weighing 104 lbs. per yard. The 
ties supporting the track are also larger than those formerly used, 
being practically as large as those used in steam railway construction. 
On Main street and Broadway, in the city of Pawtucket, where 
formerly there was only a single track, double tracks have been laid, 
and new tracks have been laid on Prospect street, Prairie avenue. 
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and Brook street, the latter extending out to the entrance of the 
new Daggett Park. In order to avoid grade crossings on the Brook 
street line, a steel viaduct over the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company has been constructed. A 
new line has also been built in Lonsdale avenue from Mineral Spring 
avenue to Main street. These changes in the Pawtucket railway 
system have already proved of benefit to the citizens by permitting 
the operation of larger cars and affording comfortable transit, which 
can not fail to be appreciated after experiencing the discomforts to 
which they had been subjected while the old narrow gauge system 
remained in operation. 

Other important track work by the Rhode Island Company has 
been the connection of the North Main street tracks in the city of 
Providence, through Steeple street, to the rails in Exchange place, 
thereby relieving Westminster street from the congestion of travel 
incident to so many cars on that thoroughfare by turning some of 
them; through Canal street and Exchange place. 

The tracks in a portion of Westminster and Weybosset streets 
have been renewed with new rails weighing 104 lbs. to the yard, laid 
on a concrete bed, the most modem and substantial form of con- 
struction employed in street railway work, and the tracks in Elm- 
wood avenue from Trinity square to Earl street have been replaced 
with an 84nch T rail, weighing 80 lbs. to the yard. In all of the 
recent track work done by this company "continuous" rail joints 
have been used. These joints consist of two heavy steel plates bolted 
onto the sides of the rail and properly shaped to form a bearing on 
both the top and bottom sides of the flange and under the head of 
the rail. This type of plate makes the joint as stiff as any other part 
of the rail and conduces to a longer life of the track and smoother 
running of cars. 

The capacity of the main power station on Manchester street in 
the city of Providence has been increased by the addition of a West- 
inghouse vertical engine and generator of a maximum capacity of 
6,000 horse-power, and four Babcock & Wilcox boilers fitted with 
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super heaters. The addition of this large unit completes the equip- 
ment of the present power station, which now contains apparatus 
capable of developing a maximum of 24,000 horse-power, making 
it with one exception the largest electric power plant in New Eng- 
land. And it also contains all of the latest approved machinery 
and devices for the economical production and efficient output of 
electric power. This station has now been in operation for about a 
year and has proved by its continuous operation its high efficiency, 
so that there has been no serious interruption to travel in the move- 
ment of the great number of cars that are required for the trans- 
portation of the public and upon which the people have come to 
depend with th^ assurance that transit by the electric trolley is as 
sure and regular as that of the steam railroad. The station on 
Eddy street is kept as a reserve to meet any possible emergency that 
may arise from the disablement of any part of the main station. 

Outside the limits of the city of Providence all the lines controlled 
by the Rhode Island Company are now operated from rotary sub- 
stations receiving current from the main power station. These sub- 
stations are located at Pawtucket, Attleborough, Barrington, River- 
view, and Westcott. The largest of these is at Pawtucket, and con- 
tains rotary converters having a rated capacity of 2,000 K. W. All 
of the sub-stations are of fire-proof construction throughout, being 
built of brick with steel floor beams and roof trusses. The floors are 
concrete and the roofs of tile. To facilitate the handling of the 
apparatus in all of these stations they have been equipped, like the 
Manchester street power house, with overhead travelling cranes. 

The storage capacity of cars has been increased by building an 
addition to the North Main street car-house, Providence, measuring 
134 feet by 200 feet. This car-house is divided in the centre by a 
longitudinal wall, one section being provided with pits below the 
tracks to facilitate the examination and repair of car equipments. 
This car-house is of brick with steel roof trusses, one story high, ex- 
cept on the North Main street front, where it is two stories high to 
provide an office for the foreman and a locker room and lavatories 
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for conductors and motormen. The building is protected from fire 
by a sprinkler system connected with the Providence high service 
water mains. 

The total track mileage of the companies operated by the Rhode 
Island Company in the State is 258 miles. 

The transportation facilities have been largely increased by the 
addition to the rolling stock of 16 twenty-five feet vestibule cars, 27 
thirteen bench open cars, 1 double truck locomotor, 3 double truck 
sprinkler cars, 3 t^n ton flat cars, 1 track service car, and 3 side 
dump coal cars. 

A change in the operation of the cars on the lines between Paw- 
tucket, Attleborough, and North Attleborough has been made re- 
cently, by which passengers are enabled to make a continuous trip 
between Providence and those towns. This arrangement of through 
lines to Attleborough and North Attleborough, via Pawtucket, from 
Providence was brought about by the relocation of tracks in the city 
of Pawtucket, where the standard gauge system was substituted for 
the narrow gauge, and also by the connection of the tracks in North 
Main street in the city of Providence with those in Exchange place 
and Canal street. 

During the year, at curves and abrupt turns of streets, electric 
signals have been installed, which have proved of great advantage 
in the prevention of delays on single track sections; the liability of 
collisions has also been greatly lessened. 

The aim of the management of the Rhode Island Company con- 
tinues to be to give the best possible service for the convenience, 
comfort, and safety of its passengers, and this is shown in the changes 
of routes and addition of power and the most up-to-date equipment 
in cars as well as in the improvements of the roadbed that have been 
made in the past year. 

With the entire system operated by the Rhode Island Company, 
standard gauge tracks and other modifications in the operation of 
suburban lines will be possible which will afford even better service 
than is now given. 
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The Sea View Railroad Company has made some impoirtaiit im- 
provements during the year. It has extended its tracks at East 
Greenwich to those of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road at Hunt's river, a distance of about 1,000 feet, and there built 
a platform, and makes connection with trains of the latter company. 
Cars are run from Hunt's river to Narragansett Pier with only two 
stops, so that the time from Providence to Narragansett Pier is 
reduced to a little over one hour. This arrangement is made, ex- 
pressly for summer travel only, to accommodate parties desiring to 
go to the Pier in the morning and return the same afternoon. 

A new power station has been erected at Hamilton, which will not 
only furnish electric power for the railroad, but for electric lighting 
in several villages oix its route. The road will probably commence 
its extension from the Pier towards Westerly at an early date. 

The Newport & Providence Railway Company has completed its 
road, which was opened for travel on the 14th of June. Its pros- 
pects for doing a successful business are very promising. It will, 
without doubt, be a popular route, especially in the summer time, 
as it will shorten the time heretofore required between the cities of 
Newport and Providence, besides affording a most pleasing and 
refreshing ride. A new ferry-boat for the passage between Bristol 
and Bristol Ferry is nearing completion at Wilmington, Delaware, 
and it is expected that it will be ready for service in June. 

The Providence & Burrillville Street Railway Company was organ- 
ized September 28th, 1903. It has secured franchises through the 
towns of Lincoln and Smithfield, and will run most of the route 
upon its own rights of way. It will connect at the boundary line of 
North Providence with the tracks of the Rhode Island Company, 
and at Woonsocket with the tracks of the Woonsocket Street Rail- 
way Company. The road has been graded and the track laid on a 
large portion of the route, and the company expects to have its 
cars running in the early summer. 

The Westerly & Hopkinton Railway Company has not made as 
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much progress during the year as was expeiJted^ Work of laying 
rails has been commenced, and the whole lineT-from Westerly to 
Ashaway has been surveyed and franchises secured in. the several 
towns. It is proposed that at Westerly it will connect with the

The Western Rhode Island Company was chartered April 1T,-Ip03,

and the company was organized May 7, 1903. This company ha^. 

made surveys for construction from tide-water at Greenwich bay to 
State line near Wallum Pond. Franchises and rights of way have 
been secured, and it is expected that construction work will be com- 
menced in the near future. 



In the appendix to this report will be found the returns of the 
several steam and trolley railroad corporations chartered by or 
operating railroads in this State, with tables compiled therefrom; 
such new legislation relating to railroad corporations as has been 
enacted by the General Assembly since my last report, including 
charters for proposed companies and amendments to charters; 
also a synopsis of the eighteenth annual report of the United States 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

I would recommend that all new railroad corporations, steam or 
trolley, be required to notify the Commissioner, immediately upon 
their organization, of the fact, giving the date of same, a full list of 
officers chosen, the amount of capital stock authorized by charter, 
and the location of the business office of said company. 

I am indebted to the Providence Journal Company for photographs 
of the plates used in this report. 

My relations with the railroad officials have been pleasant, and 
although we sometimes differ in regard to details, yet every com- 
plaint or suggestion that I have made has been carefully considered, 
and in nearly every case satisfactory results have been obtained.

AN ACT GIVING TO THE WOONSOCKET STREET RAILWAY COMPANY 
THE RIGHT TO CARRY FREIGHT AND EXPRESS MATTER IN THE 
CARS RUN UPON ALL THE LINES OF RAILWAY OF THE SAID COM- 
PANY. 

[Pasaed March 16, 1904.] 

It 18 enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. In addition to the powers heretofore granted and enjoyed by the 
Woonsocket Street Railway Company, is hereby given to said railway company 
the right to carry freight and express matter in the cars run upon any and all its 
lines of railway: Provided, however , that this right shall not be exercised by said 
Woonsocket Street Railway Company, in the city of Woonsocket, until it is ex- 
pressly assented to by the city council of said city; and in any town through 
which said line of railway runs, until it is expressly assented to by the town coun- 
cil of said town. Said town or city council may make aU reasonable regulations 
in regard to the carrjdng of said freight and express matter. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT CONCERNING STREET RAILWAY COMPANIES OPERATING 

IN THE TOWN OF WARWICK. 

[Passed March 31, 1904.1 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Sectign 1. The fare charged by any company authorized to operate street 
railways in the town of Warwick, for the transportation of each passenger on 
any line of cars now or hereafter established by said company over its railways 
between any two points in said town situated on such line, shall not exceed ten 
(10) cents, which fare any such company is hereby authorized to charge: Pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein contained shall authorize any such company 
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to charge a greater rate of fare between any such points than is now charged for 
transportation between the same points. All transfer privileges between such 
lines operated within said town shall remain as now established by the company 
now operating the same, notwithstanding any reduction in fare which may be 
required in order to comply with the provisions of this act; and the provisions 
of this act shall be equally applicable to any si^ch company and its lessees, suc- 
cessors, and assigns, and no such lessee, successor, or assign shall be authorized 
to operate any such railway in the town of Warwick until it has filed with the 
secretary of state its assent to and acceptance of this act and its agreement to 
comply with the provisions thereof — such acceptance, assent, and agreement 
to be the same in form and effect as that prescribed by Chapter 580 of the Pub- 
lic Laws. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect on the 2d day of May, A. D. 1904. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT ENTITLED 
"AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE NEW YORK, PROVIDENCE AND 
BOSTON AND OLD COLONY RAILROAD TERMINAL COMPANY," 
PASSED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS MAY SESSION, A. 
D. 1891. 

IPassed April 13. 1904.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The name of the New York, Providence and Boston and Old 
Colony Railroad Terminal Company, created by an act passed at the May ses- 
sion, A. D. 1891, is hereby changed to "The Providence Terminal Company." 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said company shall not exceed two million five 
hundred thousand dollars, but none of said stock shall be sold by said com- 
pany except for cash or at par. 

Sec. 3. Said company is hereby authorized and empowered to locate, lay 
out, construct, maintain, and operate, by steam or other power, a railroad of 
one or more tracks from a connection with the tracks operated by the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, at some point near the Union 
Station in the city of Providence, thence crossing over Canal street and North 
Main street, keeping at least fifty feet north of the northeasterly comer of North 
Main street and Thomas street, and at least eighty feet north of the northwesterly 
comer of Thomas street and Benefit street, and running easterly, by a tunnel 
and the approaches thereto, to a point on the westerly bank of the Seekonk river 
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between Red bridge and Washington bridge, thence easterly across said Seekonk 
river to connections with the tracks of the Providence and Worcester Railroad 
Company and of the Boston and Providence Railroad Corporation, and for this 
purpose said company may acquire a location not exceeding one hundred feet 
in width between said points of connection, and as much greater width at said 
points of connectionas as may be required to make such connections by proper 
curves and approaches, and said company may construct, maintain, and operate 
a bridge of one or more tracks across said river, with a suitable draw therein 
not less than ninety feet in the clear, so as not xmnecessarily to obstruct navi- 
gation, and subject to the approval of the secretary of war. 

Sec. 4. Said tunnel shall be so located and constructed as not to interfere 
with the construction of any tunnel which shaU have been theretofore authorized 
and approved by the city of Providence to jsecure better access to that portion 
of the said city l3rinig easterly of North Main street, Market square, and South 
Main street, nor to impair the efficiency of any gas pipes, water pipes, sewers, or 
conduits of any nature. 

Sec. 5. Said company is hereby authorized and empowered to acquire, by 
condemnation, from time to time, such lands, and such interests and estates in 
lands, as said company may from time to time take under the authority of this 
act, in the manner hereinafter provided: Provided^ however y that said company 
shall have no autHority to acquire by condemnation any lands or any interest 
or estate in lands now owned wholly or in part by or occupied by the Providence 
& Worcester Railroad Company or the Boston & Providence Railroad Corpo- 
ration, or forming part of the location of the railroad of said Providence & Wor- 
cester Railroad Company or of said Boston & Providence Railroad Corporation. 

Sec. 6. Whenever said company may take any lands, or any interests or es- 
tates therein, it shall file in the common pleas division of the supreme court in 
the county in which said lands are located a certificate containing a general de- 
scription of such lands and a statement of the interests and estates therein which 
are taken, and a list of the owners thereof and the persons interested therein, 
so far as the same may be known to said company. Said certificate shall be 
accompanied by a plat showing the location of such lands, and shall contain a 
notice that said company will give such security as the court may require for the 
payment of all such costs and damages as may be finally awarded to any person 
interested in the lands taken in the proceedings commenced by the filiilg of such 
certificate. 

Sec. 7. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat the court shall enter an 
order fixing the time when and the place where all persons interested in the land 
in said certificate described may appear before said court and be heard with ref- 
erence to the appointment of commissioners to appraise the damages sustained 
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by them by such taking and the security to be given by said company for dam- 
ages and costs; and the clerk of said court shall thereupon issue a notice, directed 
to the persons named in said certificate and to all other persons interested in 
said land, containing the substance of said certificate and said order, which notice 
shall be served by publication for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers 
as the court may prescribe. 

Sec. 8. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any adjourn- 
ment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the parties inter- 
ested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall proceed to fix the security 
to be given by said company for damages and costs, and appoint three suitable 
persons as conmiissioners to appraise the damages sustained by the persons 
interested in the lands described in said certificate by reason of the taking of 
said lands or of any interest or estate therein. Any vacancies in said conmiission 
which may occur from time to time shall be filled by the court, upon application 
of any party interested in said proceedings and upon such notice as the court 
may direct. 

Sec. 9. Said conmiissioners, before they proceed to execute their duties, 
shall be sworn to a faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and shall give reason- 
able notice, by publication or otherwise, in such nanner as the court may direct, 
to all persons interested to file their claims, if any they have which have not been 
released to said company, with the clerk of said court within sixty days from 
the date of said notice. At the end of the time allowed for filing such claims, 
or of any extension thereof, the commissioners, or a majority of them, shall fix 
a time and place for hearing all persons interested, as to the damages by them 
sustained, and shall give notice of such hearing by publication in one or more 
of the newspapers published in the county where said lands are situated, once 
a week for at least three weeks prior to the date of such meeting, and shall give 
further notice, if any, as the court may direct. At the time and place fixed for 
said hearing, or at any adjournment therefrom, the commissioners, or a ma- 
jority of them, shall proceed to hear the parties interested, with their allegations 
and proofs, and shall examine the premises; and shall estimate all such 
damages as they think any person interested has sustained by the taking of said 
land or any interest or estate therein. And the commissioners, or a majority 
of them, shall make return of their doings, and of the damages assessed by them, 
as soon as may be, to the court from which they received their appointment, 
with their fees marked thereon; which fees, being first allowed by the court, shall 
be forthwith paid by said company. 

Sec. 10. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk of 
the court shall open the same, and shall give public notice, by advertisement 
for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court n:iay prescribe, 
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that such report has been received and opened and that the same may be ex- 
amined by any party interested therein; and either said company, or any other 
party aggrieved by any award made by said commissioners, or refusal of award 
by said commissioners, may claim a jury trial upon any claim of damages 
thereby awarded or refused, and may file a claim for such trial with the clerk 
of said court at any time within three months from the opening of such report. 
And such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper issues based upon 
such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such coiu*t, and shall be tried 
therein in every respect as other civil cases are there tried, including the right 
to except to rulings and to apply for new trial for cause. But if the party 
claiming such jury trial shall not therein obtain a verdict more favorable to 
such party than the award of said commissioners, such party shall pay costs 
to the adverse party; and if any party claiming such jury trial shall obtain 
therein a verdict more favorable than the award of said commissioners, such 
party shall recover his or its costs from the adverse party. 

Sec. 11. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the court, 
after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury in cases where 
a fiuy trial is claimed; and upon such confinjaation, execution or executions 
for the damages fixed by said report as confirmed shall issue against said com- 
pany as upon a judgment, in due course of law. 

Sec. 12. Whenever said company shall have given the security fixed by the 
court as hereinbefore provided, it may immediately enter upon, take possession 
of, and use such lands. 

Sec. 13. Said company may abandon any lands, or any interests or estates 
therein, taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice of such abandon- 
ment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the proceedings hereinbefore 
provided for are pending, at any time before confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners appointed to assess damages. If said company shall not have en- 
tered upon, taken possession of, or used lands so abandoned, or any interest or 
estate therein, prior to the filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings 
for the assessment of damages for the taking of the land, or the interests or es- 
tates therein, so abandoned shall cease, and said company shall pay to any person 
interested in the property so abandoned all costs and reasonable expenses, if 
any, incurred in prosecuting for damages for the taking of such land or estates, 
or interest therein, up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall be 
taxed by the clerk: Provided , however ^ that if the owner of said land so aban- 
doned, or of any interest or estate therein, shall have suffered any damage or 
incurred any reasonable expense prior to the filing of such notice of abandonment 
by reason of any proceedings for the condemnation of said land taken under the 
provisions of this act, he shall be entitled to recover the same from said company

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under any proceedings instituted under this act to determine the value of said 
land or of said interest or estate therein, or if no such proceedings have been 
instituted, then by an action of the case against said company. If said company 
shall have entered upon, taken possession of, or used the lands, or any interests 
or estates therein, so abandoned, prior to SMch abandonment, and the assessment 
of damages for the same is then pending before commissioners or a jury, then, 
upon such abandonment, said company shall have the right to give such aban- 
donment in evidence in diminution of damages, pa3dng costs, if the question of 
damages is pending, on claim of jury trial, notwithstanding a diminution of 
damages in consequence of such abandonment given in evidence; or if the com- 
missioners or a jury have finally assessed the damages, said company shall have 
a right to a revision of the assessment and to a re-assessment, by petition to the

commissioners, in order that the diminution of damages in consequence of such 
abandonment may be considered, with right of any party interested to claim a 
jury trial as in the case of the original assessment. 

Sec. 14. When the lands, or any interests or estates therein, in which any 
infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf is interested 
are taken by said company under the provisions of this act, the court before 
which proceedings for such taking are pending may appoint a guardian ad litem 
for such infant or other person, and such guardian may appear and be heard in 
behalf of such infant or other person at any stage of the proceedings; and such 
guardian may also, with the advice and consent of the court appointing him, 
release to said company all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or 
other person, or for any interest or estates therein, so taken. And if there shall 
be any dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken 
under the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive the dam- 
ages awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive such damages is 
uncertain or unknown, said company may pay such damages into the registry 
of the court before which such proceedings are pending, with the same effect, as 
to the title of said company to such lands or interests or estates therein, as though 
such damages had been paid to the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 
Sec. 15. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be pending 
may, from time to time, order such other and further notices to be given, in ad- 
dition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such other orders, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with the general laws of the state, 
as may be required, in the opinion of such court, to protect the rights and interests 
of the parties interested in such proceedings. And any proceedings taken imder 
this act may be amended or corrected at any stage, and the time n:iay be ex- 
tended in which persons interested may file their claims, upon such terms and 
notice, if any, as the court may prescribe. 
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Sec. 16. Nothing in this act shall authorize said company to condemn any 
portion of the location of any street railway company, or the s\u*face of any high- 
way, except for the purpose of crossing the same either above or below grade 
and of maintaining suitable and convenient abutments and other supports for 
the structures erected or constructed for such crossing, nor to cross any highway 
or the tracks of any street railway company at grade. 

Sec. 17. The costs of all proceedings under this act shall be taxed by th^ clerk 
of the coiu*t in which such proceedings are pending, and shall be paid by said 
company, except as otherwise hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 18. The tunnel authorized by this act shall be so built and at all times 
kept in such condition that the surface of the ground above the same and in the 
neighborhood thereof shall not thereby be rendered infirm or imsaf e for buildings 
thereon, and any failure of said company in this respect shall render it liable for 
damages to be recovered in an action of the case. 

Sec. 19. The common pleas division of the supreme coiu*t may sit at any 
time in any county for the purpose of hearing and determining any matter arising 
in any proceeding under this act requiring to be heard in such county and making 
any order, adjudication, or decree in such proceeding. 

Sec. 20. Said company may, from time to time, issue bonds to an amoxmt 
necessary to enable it to accomplish the purposes of its charter and this amend- 
ment thereto, not to exceed in all seven million five hundred thousand dollars, 
of which a sufficient amount shall be reserved and devoted solely to the construc- 
tion of said tunnel, bridge, and approaches, and the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company may hold and guarantee said bonds. 

Sec. 21. If said company shall fail to begin the location, layout, and construc- 
tion of its said railroad as provided by section 3 of this act on or before May 15th, 
A. D. 1906, and complete the same on or before May 15th, A. D. 1909, this act 
shall be void and of no effect, but the right of any person to recover damages by 
reason of anything theretofore done by said company shall in no wise be im- 
paired. 

Sec. 22. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and all acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 



AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE NEWPORT AND PROVI- 
DENCE RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Passed March 4, 1904.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Section 13 of the act entitled "An act to incorporate the New- 
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port & Bristol Ferry Railway Company," passed at the January session, A. D. 
1902, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

''Sec. 13. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed the s\im of 
five hundred thousand dollars, to be fixed in amount from time to time by the 
by-laws or vote of the corporation, and shall be divided into shares of one hundred 
dollars each. Such capital stock to the amount of not exceeding two hundred 
thousand dollars may be issued as preferred stock in such amounts and at such 
times as the board of directors may determine. Such preferred stock shall be 
entitled to dividends out of the net earnings of the corporation in each year up 
to but not exceeding four per cent, upon the par value thereof before any dividend 
is paid in such year upon the common stock, but such dividends shall not be 
cumulative, and after a dividend of four per cent, has been paid upon the pre- 
ferred stock out of the net earnings in any year, dividends may be paid out of 
the net earnings in such year upon the common stock at such rate as the board of 
directors may determine. In the event of the dissolution of the corporation 
or of its liquidation or the distribution of its assets or any portion thereof by way 
of return of capital, the holders of preferred stock shall be entitled to receive out of 
the surplus funds of the corporation or of the assets so distributed a sum equal 
to the par value of their preferred shares before anything shall be paid to the 
holders of the coromon stock, and to no further payment therefrom." 

Sec. 2. The time within which said corporation shall complete its railway 
so far that the same can be operated is hereby extended to May 15, A. D. 1905. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT EN- 
TITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE MOSHASSUCK VALLEY 
RAILROAD COMPANY," PASSED AT THE MAY SESSION, A. D. 1874. 
AND THE ACTS IN AMENDMENT THEREOF. 

[Passed April 13. 1904.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company may locate, lay out 
construct, equip, maintain, and operate a railroad, for the transportation of 
passengers and freight, with convenient single or double tracks, switches, and 
turnouts, extending from some point on its present line of railroad, and con- 
necting therewith at or near Woodlawn station in the city of Pawtucket, through 
the city of Pawtucket to a point on the Pawtucket river northerly of the lands 
of the Riverside Cemetery in the city of Pawtucket; and may operate the rail- 
road hereby authorized by electricity or other power except steam; and with 
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power to erect, own, use, maintain, and operate a station for generating elec- 
tricity for operating said railroad as extended, and also for furnishing electrical 
current for power, light, and heat, and other purposes for said company; and 
with power also to put up, lay, use, and maintain wires and conductors for trans- 
mitting electrical current; and with power also to acquire, own, maintain, and 
use a wharf or wharves and coal pockets and other buildings and lands in con- 
nection therewith, at some point or points on said Pawtucket river, and extend- 
ing into said river; subject, however, to all duties, liabilities, and restrictions set 
forth in Chapters 177 and 187 of the General Laws and all acts in amendment 
thereof. 

Sbc. 2. The said company is hereby authorized and empowered to acquire, 
by condenmation from time to time, such lands and such interests and estates 
in lands in the city of Pawtucket as said company n:iay from time to time take, 
in manner hereinafter provided, for its corporate purposes. And said company 
may locate, construct, maintain, use, and operate its railroad, and all suitable 
and convenient buildings, machinery, poles, wires, conduits, and other appur- 
tenances and appliances of such railroad, upon and over the lands so acquired. 

Sec. 3. Whenever said company shall take any lands or any interest or es- 
tate therein under the provisions of this act, it shall file in the conmion pleas 
division of the supreme court in Providence county a certificate containing a 
general description of such lands and a list of the owners thereof and the persons 
interested therein, so far as the same may be known to said company. Said cer- 
tificate shall be accompanied by a plat showing the location of such lands, and 
shall contain a notice that said company will give such security as the court may 
require for the pa3anent of all such costs and damages as may be finally awarded 
to any person interested in the lands taken in the proceedings commenced by 
the filing of such certificate. 

Sec. 4. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat, the court shall enter an 
order fixing the time when and the place where all persons interested in the land 
in said certificate described may appear before said coiu*t and be heard with ref- 
erence to the necessity of the taking of such land and the appointment of com- 
missioners to appraise the damages sustained by them by such taking, and the 
security to be given by said company for damages and costs; and the clerk of 
said court shall thereupon issue a notice, directed to the persons named in said 
certificate and to all other persons interested in said land, containing the substance 
of said certificate and said order, which notice shall be served by publication for 
such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, and 
in such other manner as the court may direct. HI 

Sec. 5. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any adjourn- 
ment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the parties inter- 
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ested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first determine whether the 
lands in said certificate described are necessary to said company for its corporate 
purposes; and if it shall determine that such lands are necessary to siEtid company, 
said court shall proceed to fix the security to be given by said company for damages 
and costs and appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to appraise the 
damages sustained by the persons interested in the lands described in said cer- 
tificate by reason of the taking of said lands or of any interest or estate therein. 
Any vacancies in said commission which may occiu* from time to time shall be 
filled by the court, upon application of any party interested in said proceedings 
and upon such notice as the court may direct. 

Sec. 6. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute their duties, 
shall be sworn to a faithfid and impartial discharge thereof, and shall give reason- 
able notice, by publication or otherwise, in such manner as the court may direct, 
to all persons interested to file their claims, if any they have, which have not been 
released to said company, with the clerk of said court within thirty days from 
the date of said notice. At the end of the time allowed for filing such claims the 
conmiissioners or a majority of them shall fix a time and place for hearing all 
persons interested as to the damages by them sustained, and shall give notice of 
such hearing by publication, in one or more of the newspapers published in the 
county of Providence, once a week for at least three weeks prior to the date of 
such meeting, and shall give such further notice, if any, as the court may direct. 
At the time and place fixed for said hearing, or at any adjournment therefrom, 
the commissioners or a majority of them shall proceed to hear the parties in- 
terested, with their allegations and proofs, and shall examine the premises; and 
shall estimate all such damages as they think any person interested has sustained 
by the taking of said land or any interest or estate therein. And the commission- 
ers or a majority of them shall make return of their doings and of the damages 
assessed by them, as soon as may be, to the court from which they received their 
appointment, with their fees marked thereon; which fees, being first allowed by 
the court, shall be forthwith paid by said company. 

Sec. 7. Upon the receipt" of the report of said commissioners, the clerk of 
the court shall open the same and shall give public notice, by advertisement for 
such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, that 
such report has been received and opened and that the same may be examined by 
any party interested therein; and either said company or any other party ag- 
grieved by any award of damages made by the said commissioners may claim a 
jury trial upon any item of damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for 
such trial with the clerk of said court at any time within three months from the 
opening of such report. And such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon 
proper issues based upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such 
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court, and shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are there tried, 
including the right to except to rulings and to apply for new trial for cause. But 
if the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein obtain an award more favor- 
able to such party than that given by the commissioners, such party shall pay 
costs to the adverse party, unless otherwise ordered by the court; and if any party 
claiming such jury trial shall obtain therein an award more favorable than that 
given by the commissioners, such party shall recover his or its costs from tha 
adverse party. 

Sec. 8. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the court, after 
being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury in cases where a jury 
trial is claimed; and upon such confirmation, execution or executions for the 
damages fixed by said report as confirmed shall issue against said company as 
upon a judgment, in due course of law. 

Sec. 9. Whenever the court shall have determined tliat any lands are neces- 
sary to said company for its corporate purposes, as provided in section 5, said 
company may immediately enter upon, take possession of, and use such lands for 
its corporate purposes: Provided, however, that no such entry or use shall be 
made or possession be taken, except for the purpose of making surveys, until 
said company shall have given the security fixed by the court, as hereinbefore 
provided. 

Sec. 10. Said company may abandon any lands or any interests or estates 
therein taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice of such abandon- 
ment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the proceedings hereinbefore pro- 
vided for are pending, at any time before confirmation of the report of the commis- 
sioners appointed to assess damages. If said company shall not have entered upon, 
taken possession of, or used the lands so abandoned, or any interest or estate 
therein, prior to the filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the 
assessment of damages for the taking of the land or the interests or estates therein 
so abandoned shall cease, and said company shall pay to any person interested 
in the property so abandoned all his costs and expenses, if any, incurred in 
prosecuting for damages for the taking of such land or estates or interest therein 
up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall be taxed by the clerk. If 
said company shall have entered upon, taken possession of, or used the lands, 
or any interests or estates therein, so abandoned prior to such abandonment, 
and the assessment of damages for the same is then pending before commis- 
sioners or a jury, then, upon such abandonment, said company shall have the 
right to give such abandonment in evidence in diminution of damages, paying 
costs, if the question of damages is pending, on claim of jury trial, notwithstand- 
ing a diminution of damages in consequence of such abandonment given in evi- 
dence; or if the commissioners or a jury have finally assessed the damages, said 
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company shall have a right to a revision of the assessment and to a re-assessment, 
by petition to the conmiissioners, in order that the diminution of damages in 
consequence of such abandonment may be considered, with right of any party 
interested to claim a jury trial as in case of the original assessment. 

Sec. 11. When the lands or any interests or estates therein in which any in- 
fant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf is interested are 
taken by said company under the provisions of this act, the court before which 
the proceedings for such taking are pending may appoint a guardian ad litem for 
such infant or other person, and such guardian may appear and be heard in be- 
half of such infant or other person at any stage of the proceedings; and such 
guardian may also, with the advice and consent of the court appointing him, re- 
lease to said company all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other 
person, or for any interest or estates therein, so taken. And if there shall be any 
dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken under the 
provision of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive the damages awarded 
for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive such damages is uncertain or 
unknown, said company may pay such damages into the registry of the court be- 
fore which such proceedings are pending, with the same effect, as to the title of 
said company to such lands or interests or estates therein, as though such dam- 
ages had been paid to the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 12. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be pending 
may, from time to time, order such other and further notices to be given in ad- 
dition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such other orders, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with the general laws of the state, 
as may be required, in the opinion of such court, to protect the rights and in- 
terests of the parties interested in such proceedings. And any proceedings taken 
under this act may be amended or corrected at any stage, upon such terms and 
notice, if any, as the court may prescribe. 

Sec. 13. Nothing in this act shall authorize said company to condemn any 
portion of the location of any other steam railroad, except for the purpose of 
crossing the same either above or below grade and of maintaining suitable and 
convenient abutments or other supports for the structures erected or constructed 
for such crossing, nor to condemn any portion of the location of any street rail- 
way, nor any right of way, nor to lay its tracks in any highway, except for the 
purpose of crossing such street railway, right of way, or highway, and subject 
to the public use of such highway for highway purposes; nor to condemn any 
land lying within the limits of any public park or square, or other public place, or 
any cemetery lands. 

Sec. 14. The costs of all proceedings imder this act shall be taxed by tha 
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clerk of the court in which such proceedings are pending, and shall be paid by 
said company, except as otherwise hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 15. The common pleas division of the supreme court may sit at any 
time for the purpose of hearing and determining any matter arising in any pro- 
ceeding under this act requiring to be heard, and making any order, adjudication, 
or decree in such proceeding. 

Sec. 16. Section 2 of said act to incorporate the Moshassuck Valley Railroad 
Company is hereby amended so as to read as follows; 

''Sec. 2. The capital stock of said company shall not exceed five hundred 
thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and to 
be fixed in amount from time to time by the vote of the stockholders." 

Sec. 17. Said corporation may from time to time issue its bonds to an amount 
not to exceed in the aggregate the smn of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
and may secure the same by a mortgage or mortgages of its property, rights, and 
franchises, for the purpose of constructing, improving, and equipping its property; 
such bonds to be upon such terms and conditions, and executed in such form 
and manner, as the said corporation, or its directors, may by vote prescribe. 

Sec. 18. If the location of the said railroad authorized by this act shall not be 
filed previous to the first day of April, A. D. 1906, or if, the location being made 
as aforesaid, the corporation shall fail to complete said railroad before the first 
day of April, A. D. 1909, in either of the above mentioned cases this act shall be 
void and of no effect except so far as relates to the liability of said company for 
damages occasioned by the location or construction of its said road: Providedy 
however, in case said company shall have filed its location as aforesaid, and shall 
begin the construction of said railroad before the first day of April, A. D. 1909, 
then sections 16 and 17 of this act shall remain in full force and effect. 

Sec. 19. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

INTEESTATE COMMEECE COMMISSION. 



SYNOPSIS OF THE EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION, TRANSMITTED TO CONGRESS 
DECEMBER 19, 1904. 

After an opening statement concerning railway operations during the year, 
the Commission proceeds directly to discuss the regulations of rates and the 
amending legislation deemed necessary to enforcement of the statute. 

REOUIiATION OF RATES. 

Under this heading reference is again made to the two principal objects of the 
act to regulate commerce, the publication and observance of tariff rates, and the 
correction, on complaint, of established tariff rates. The Commission says in 
substance that successful regulation of rates depends upon the effective operation 
of both branches of regulation. The act, as amended by the Elkins Law of Feb- 
ruary 19, 1903, and which deals with the publication and invariable application 
of tariffs, appears to be operating successfully as applied to carriers subject to its 
provisions; but, as elsewhere explained, it is believed that these provisions might 
be made somewhat more definite and extended to apply to other agencies con- 
nected with transportation which may now be used as a means of affording con- 
cessions to shippers, which in effect reduces the cost of moving their products. 

The Commission calls attention to the fact that there has been no amenda- 
tory legislation conferring power over this rate and making the orders of the 
Commission effective. In the present state of the law, after careful and often 
extended investigation, the Commission may find a rate complained against to 
be unreasonable and order the carrier to desist from charging that rate for the 
future; but it can not, though the evidence may and usually does indicate it, find 
and order the reasonable rate to be substituted for that which has been found to 
be unlawful. Any reduction of the wrongful charge amounts to technical com- 
pliance and frees the carrier from any legal obligation under the order. The 
Commission can condenm the wrong, but it can not prescribe the remedy. Two 
cases of unreasonable rates decided during the year are cited as showing some 
reductions from the rates found imxeasonable, but which were not so great as 
those recommended by the Conmiission. 
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Carriers are entitled to ignore the order of the Commission and await the 
judgment of the circuit court upon a petition by the Commission and another 
trial of the issues in that court. The more important the case may be, the greater 
the benefit conferred upon shippers or communities, the less likely is the order of 
the Commission to be obeyed. The Commission must not only render a just de- 
cision, but one that is convincing to the carrier, to afford the relief from imlawful 
rates contemplated in the statute. If the decision of the Conunission is right, 
the public is entitled to have it go into effect. If it is wrong, its operation could 
be enjoined upon showing to that effect by the carrier in a suitable and summary 
proceeding in the Federal court. The amendments to the statute recommended 
by the Commission involve no fixing of whole tariffs of rates in the first in- 
stance or at any time, but simply the redressing of transportation wrongs shown 
to exist after full investigation, during which all affected interests have been 
heard; and when an order is issued against a carrier under such procedure, it 
should by operation of law become effective upon the date therein specified. 

In the fixing of rates by carriers upon all commodities for transportation in 
all directions and between all points reached by railroads, it is inevitable that 
much injustice, unfairness, unreasonableness, preference, and discrimination 
will be practiced, notwithstanding the greatest care and ripest judgment may be 
exercised by the railway officials. These errors of judgment on the part of the 
railway officials constitute the reason for Federal regulation and the basis of the 
present widespread demand for an amendment of the existing statute which will 
enable their speedy correction. 

The Commission alludes to the persistent misrepresentation by many who are 
interested in opposing this legislation, that the amendments desired would confer 
upon the Commission the power to arbitrarily initiate or make rates for the rail- 
ways, and that it would be most dangerous to place this vast authority in the 
hands of five men, especially five men who have had no experience as railway 
traffic managers. No such power has been asked by or is seriously sought to be 
conferred upon the Commission. Though the popular demand may eventually 
take that form, under the stress of continued delay in remedying ascertained 
defects in the present plan of regulation, the amendment recommended by the 
Commission, as to authority to prescribe the reasonable rate upon complaint and 
after hearing, would confer in substance the same power that was actually exer- 
cised by the Commission from the date of its organization, in 1887, up to May, 
1897, when the United States Supreme Court held that such power was not ex- 
pressed in the statute. 

The law provides for a complaint, full hearing, a report and opinion, and an 
order. This proceeding is essentially judicial in character and form, and bears 
no resemblance in any degree to the arbitrary action which would result under 
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authority to make tariffs of rates absolutely for the railways, either in the first 
instance or after some form of hearing or investigation. The situation is re- 
garded as increasingly grave, in view of the rapid disappearance of railway com- 
petition and the maintenance of rates established by combination, attended as 
they are by substantial advances in the charges on many articles of household 
necessity. Though the law is extremely defective, aggrieved shippers have no 
other recourse than to appeal to the C!onmussion, in the hope of some relief from 
conditions which they regard as intolerable. 

AU concede that rates should be reasonable and just. When they are not so, 
there is now no adequate means of making them reasonable and just imless the 
carrier can be convinced and persuaded to do so. The interests of one party can 
not be safely relied upon to determine and protect the rights of another. Au- 
thority to require the establishment of joint through rat«s over connecting and 
continuous lines is also believed to be necessary, if authority to correct an un- 
reasonable or unjust rate should be granted. 

This article is concluded by quoting the following language used by the Presi- 
dent in his annual message to the Congress: 

''The Government must in increasing degree supervise and regulate the 
workings of the railways engaged in interstate commerce; and such increased 
supervision is the only alternative to an increase of the present evils on the one 
hand or a still more radical policy on the other." "The most important legis- 
lative act now needed as regards the regulation of corporations is this act to con- 
fer on the Interstate Commerce Commission the power to revise rates and regu- 
lations, the revised rate to go at once into effect and stay in effect unless and until 
the court of review reverses it." 

PRIVATB CARS IN FREIGHT TRAFFIC. 

Private freight cars are either owned by the shipper or a private car line.^ For 
reasons stated, the private car may be of advantage to the carrier by enabling 
it to provide equipment for special purposes during limited periods, and to the 
public in that the equipment is likely to be more adequate than if the carrier 
undertook to own the cars itself or to secure them from its connections. Some 
evils attending the use of private freight cars are: 

(1) Concessions are made to particular shippers in refrigeration charges 
which amount to the pa3rment of a rebate. 

(2) A practical monopoly has been created in the use of private cars for the 
movement of certain commodities, especially fruit, which has enormously in- 
creased to the public the cost of transportation. 

(3) When the owner of the car becomes a dealer in the commodity transported, 
the fact of ownership gives hiin an important advantage over his competitor. 
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(4) When the owner of the car is also the owner of the commodity transported, 
an excessive rental for the car may amount to a preference in the freight rate, as 
against the shipper who does not own his car. 

Instances of rebates granted by car companies from the icing or refrigeration 
charges on fruits are mentioned. It is claimed that these idng charges, whether 
made by the carrier or by the private car company, are compensation for private 
service not part of the transportation service performed by the common carrier, 
that they are therefore not required to be published, and are not subject to reg- 
ulation under the statute. Practically the idng charge is part of the shipper's 
cost of transportation. The fruit shipper must use the railroad, he must use the 
refrigerator car, and the car must be iced. The effect upon the shipper of fruit 
is exactly the same, if his competitor receives a concession in the icing charge 
as it is if he receives a corresponding preference in the freight rate. 

By consolidation of various companies, the Armour car lines now appears, with 
some exceptions noted, to have a practical monopoly of fruit in large quantities 
in most sections of this country. That company only permits its cars to move 
fruits in large quantities under an exclusive contract. It provides the necessary 
number of cars for a fixed mileage, the railroads agreeing that no other cars shall 
be used for the purpose. The Armour Company furnishes the refrigeration for 
which it makes a specified charge. The result is good service and adequate car 
supply, but an enormous and unreasonable increase in refrigeration charges. Ex- 
amples are given of increases from $20 to $55 per car from Michigan to Boston, 
from $10 to $37.50 per car from Michigan to Dubuque, and from $7.50 to $45 per 
car from Michigan to Duluth. The charge per car on pineapples from Mobile 
to Cincinnati, under an exclusive contract with the Armoiu" Company, is $45, 
while on another road which furnishes its own cars, the icing charge on pineapples 
from New Orleans to Cincinnati is $12.50. 

When the owner of private cars is also a shipper, to whatever extent the amount 
paid by the railroad for the use of the car exceeds a reasonable compensation, 
the owner of the car is preferred in the matter of the freight rate over the shipper 
of the same commodity who owns no cars, and this point is discussed at some 
length in the report. 

The Commission has held that these exclusive contracts, when they result in 
unreasonable icing charges, are unlawful, and that the failure of the carriers to 
publish such charges is also a violation of the statute. We feel reasonably cer- 
tain that these holdings are correct, and will be finally sustained. The private 
car lines and the railroad companies earnestly insist, however, that the icing is 
a private service over which this Commission has no jurisdiction under the present 
law; and if it should turn out after three or four years of litigation that oiu* opinion 
is wrong, the shipper will be entirely without remedy. 
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Without conceding the correctness of the claims stated by the carriers and car 
lines, there can be no doubt that great good would be accomplished by such 
legislation as would leave no room for such contentions, and provide more ade- 
quate and certain remedies for the suppression of these abuses. The only way 
in which complete remedy can be afforded is by investing this Commission, or 
some other tribunal, with power to inquire whether these charges are reasonable, 
and to make them reasonable if found unreasonable. This can be accomplished 
in two ways: 

(1) By making the common carriers responsible in the matter of this special 
equipment and refrigeration service, if they are not now responsible. 

(2) By bringing the car line companies which provide this refrigeration for 
interstate shipments under the jurisdiction of the act to regulate commerce, and 
making their charges subject to the determination of this Conmiission. 

TERMINAL RAILROADS. 

The terminal railroad owned or controlled by shippers is believed by the Com- 
mission to be a most dangerous means of giving preference to favored persons. 
The case of the Illinois Northern Railroad Company, located at Chicago, and used 
principally to move traffic to and from the works of the McCormick Harvester 
Company, a corporation subsidiary to the International Harvester Company, is 
cited as an example. The Illinois Northern, up to 1904, performed the switching 
service to and from connecting main lines of railroad for from $1 to $3.50 per car. 
On traffic to the Missouri River the main line roads granted during the present 
year a maximum allowance of 20 per cent of the rate to the Illinois Northern. 
On farm machinery this allowance or division amounts to $12 per car instead of 
the previous maximum charge of $3.50, which is ample compensation for the ser- 
vice. Payment to the Illinois Northern is payment to its owners, the Inter- 
national Harvester Company, and the present allowance results in a preference 
to the Harvester Company of $8.50 per car as against what other shippers would 
be obliged to pay. This preference extends also to the traffic of other industries 
on the line of the Illinois Northern. 

Another instance is that of the Chicago, Lake Shore and Eastern Railway, 
originally organized in the interests of the Illinois Steel Company; but the capital 
Btock of the latter company is now owned entirely by the United States Steel 
Corporation. This road, which is used as a switching rpad for the Illinois Steel 
Company's traffic, receives for the service percentages of rates to the east and 
west which give it from $6 to $12 per car. The Commission has found this amount 
to be much in excess of fair compensation. This road also obtains certain special 
divisions, an example of which is 70 cents per ton on coke shipped from the Con- 
nellsville region. For hauling a train load of 1,000 to 1,500 tons about 7 miles 
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this road receives $700 to $1,000, while the actual cost probably does not exceed 
one-tenth of that sum. 

Attention is called to the growth of these practices. Until recently it is be- 
lieved that they were confined to a few instances, but to-day they are extending 
in all directions and, unless checked, must soon become general. All available 
means will be resorted to by the Commission to suppress the wrongdoing, but 
further legislation may be needed to furnish an adequate remedy. From every 
point of view this matter may well command the serious attention of the Con- 
gress. 

VOLUNTARY SUBMISSION OF CONTROVERSIES. 

In two instances during the past year the Commission has been asked by both 
shippers and carriers to adjudicate controversies between them concerning the 
adjustment of rates. In each case the questions involved are of manifest impor- 
tance as affecting the business of competitive communities and the traffic of the 
railway lines by which they are served. 

While the Commission is not in express terms authorized to act as a board of 
arbitration in matters referred to it by consent of the parties concerned, the sub- 
ject of controversy and the issues involved in both these requests presented such 
a state of facts as would have justified a proceeding upon formal complaint or of 
inquiry by the Commission upon its own motion, and they were thus clearly 
within the spirit of the statute which defines the functions of the Commission. 
Believing this view to be correct, the Commission accepted the responsibilities it 
was thus asked to assume. The proceedings in form were strictly in accordance 
with the provisions of the act, although the voluntary submission by the adverse 
parties gave them in fact the nature of an arbitration. 

One of these proceedings is the differential-rate case which involves the rel- 
ative adjustment of rates in both directions between interior points in the United 
States and Atlantic seaports from Halifax on the north to Norfolk and Newport 
News on the south, including Portland, Boston, New York, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore. A short history of the differentials prevailing as between these 
different ports upon freight traffic to and from the west is given in the report. 

Another case in which the Commission was requested by both parties to decide 
the question in controversy is what is known as the Memphis case, and which in- 
volves, among other things, the relation of rates to and from Little Rock and 
Pine Bluff, Ark., as compared with those to and from Memphis. 

The Commission in this connection calls attention to the point that some, at 
least, of the most important controversies involving the rates and methods of 
railway carriers are rather between competing commimities or producing regions 
than between rival lines of railway. Railway development has extended far 
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beyond the point at which any of the greater systems finds its interests so iden- 
tified with a single community as to feel indifferent to the demands and needs of 
competing communities; and there may be entire sincerity in the contention 
on the part of officers of a great railway system that any adjustment which satis- 
fies the rival communities to be served can not be seriously objectionable from 
its point of view. The further point is suggested by these voluntary submissions 
that the usefulness of the Commission in this direction would be greatly increased 
if its determinations in such cases were sanctioned by authority not now possessed. 
In other words, the matters above recited furnish an argument in favor of the 
amendments which the Commission has so often recommended. 

CHARACTER OF CASES BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 

The Commission thinks it probable that the cases now pending before it di- 
rectly or indirectly affect almost every locality and nearly all of the people in 
the United States. The questions presented involve imreasonableness of rates, 
discriminations in rates between persons or commodities, discrimination in fur- 
nishing cars, preference of particular persons or localities, overcharges, demurrage 
charges, pooling, and failure to publish tariffs. These characterizations embrace 
a variety of cases arising under differing conditions, each presenting new phases 
of the transportation problem. Comparison is made of a trifling case of over- 
charge with cases affecting large business interests. 

The amounts in these cases should not be the controlling consideration. A 
complaining shipper may be but slightly affected by an advance in rates, but he 
is entitled to a decision on the merits, regardless of the fact that the increase in 
rate as applied to all shipments of the commodity may constitute a large sum. 
Moreover, the cases deal with rates which rarely exceed one dollar and are more 
frequently expressed by a small number of cents, and the real subject to be con- 
sidered is the rate itself. Cases presenting demands for slight relief often bring 
up important as well as novel questions for determination. Proceedings before 
the Commission may also involve claims for damages, and as to such claims the 
shipper must elect whether he will proceed in the Federal couft or complain to 
the Commission. It often happens that rates may appear unjustly related be- 
cause the higher rate is unreasonable, indicating that the proper method of se- 
curing a readjustment of the rates is by an order forbidding the higher charge. 

UNIFORM BILL OF LADING INVESTIGATION. 

Upon complain of numerous commerical organizations an investigation into 
proposed changes in the Uniform Bill of Lading, as used in Official Classi^cation 
Territory, has been instituted. Hearing was recently had in Chicago, when the 
shippers' testimony was received, and the case was then postponed for further 
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hearing in Washington on December 16. Prior to that date the carriers, as rep- 
resented by the Uniform Bill of Lading Committee, issued notice that the time 
for the taking affect of the new form of bill of lading, with the conditions and regu- 
lations therein specified, was postponed to April 1 next, to enable the Commission 
to satisfactorily complete its pending investigation and inquiry. Thereupon the 
hearing set for December 15 was continued to a date to be fixed later by the Com- 
mission. 

COMPLAINTS, HEARINGS, AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

The report shows 487 complaints filed during the year, including formal and 
informal proceedings and investigations instituted by the Conunission. The 
number of formal proceedings brought before the Commission was 62, involving 
the rates and practices of 302 carriers. Hearings and investigations were held 
in Washington, D. C, and at numerous cities in various parts of the country. 
Eleven cases before the Commission were settled or discontinued. 

DECISIONS BY THE COMMISSION. 

Besides disposing of a large number of complaints through informal investi- 
gation and deciding numerous questions arising in relation to the publication and 
observance of tariffs, the Commission has rendered during the year twentynseven 
decisions in reports and opinions upon contested cases or investigations made by 
the Commission on its own motion. The cases in which these decisions were 
filed involved the following subjects: 

Divisions or allowances to terminal or industrial lines. — The decisions during 
the year on this subject are those rendered in the investigation relating to allow- 
ances to terminal roads, the Hutchitison, Kans., salt investigation, the Michigan 
salt investigation, and the "tap line" case, relating to the divisions of lumber 
rates on short-haul roads in the Southwest. 

Allowances to elevators. — This subject was discussed in the Union Pacific ele- 
vator case, with reference to the contracts of that railroad company for trans- 
ferring grain through elevators at Kansas City and Omaha. 

Private Car lines and refrigeration of fruit in transit. — The private car line in- 
quiry is referred to in this connection, and the decision in the Michigan fruit 
case, involving the icing charges on fruit in refrigerator cars, is stated. 

Publication and filing of tariffs on import and export traffic. — This refers to the 
decision of the Commission during the year in relation to the publication and 
filing of export and import tariffs, and the ruling that such foreign traffic is sub- 
ject to the law, as well as other conclusions of the Commission, are stated. 

Unreasonable rates. — Nine cases of alleged unreasonable rates were decided 
during the year, and are described in the report. 
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Long and short haul clause. — Three long and short haul cases were decided. 
In one, the Chattanooga case, the complaint was dismissed upon application by 
the Commission of decisions rendered by the Supreme Court. In another case, 
relating to bananas, it was foimd that unlawful charges had been made on the 
shorter distance traffic, and reparation was allowed. The third case involved 
lumber from a point in Indiana, and was dismissed because the conditions at the 
longer and shorter distance points were found to be dissimilar. 

Unjust discrimination and undue preference. — The cases decided involving un- 
lawful discrimination or preference related to the delivery of live stock in Louis- 
ville, Ky., furnishing cars for coal, and imposing a higher charge when coal was 
loaded from wagons, early closing of depots at Cincinnati, Ohio, classification 
of blacking daubers, relative rates on wheat and flour to points in Texas, provision 
of cars and sidetrack facilities at New Holland, Ohio, and charges for parlor car 
seats between New York and Boston and from and to intermediate stations. 

Pooling. — This was the subject of a decision in a case relating to the carriage 
of immigrants from the port of New York. 

Reparation. — The procedure to be followed in the Chicago live stock terminal 
charge case, with reference to the question of reparation to shippers of live stock 
involved in that proceeding, was defined, and application of the statute of limi- 
tations in connection with claims before the Commission for reparation was also 
the subject of a decision. 

PUBLICATION AND FILING OF RATE SCHEDULES — SIMPLIFICATION OF TARIFFS 

SPECIFICATION OF ROUTES — AUTHORIZATION OP JOINT TARIFFS. 

Under this heading, after a brief reference to the important result accom- 
plished by the filing with the Commission of copies of rate schedules under the 
provisions of the act to regulate commerce, the large number of such documents 
filed and the work in connection therewith, the Commission discusses at some 
length the principal defects in the construction, arrangement, and printing of 
tari£fs as now filed, and also the question of authorization of joint tariffs. 

The first mentioned, and what is considered as the most important defect, 
is the exceedingly complicated construction and arrangement of a large propor- 
tion of freight tariffs as now published and filed, it being often impossible to de- 
termine the intended application. The Commission points out that one of the 
greatest needs in connection with tariff construction at the present time is in the 
direction of simplification. 

A common fault in the publication of joint tariffs, to which attention is called, 
is the failure in a great many cases to specify the routes over which the rates 
named therein are intended to apply, the result being that it is frequently im- 
possible for the Commission to determine which rates are participated in by each 
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of the various carriers named as parties to the tariff. A plan is suggested by which 
this defect may be remedied without adding very materially to the cost of the 
tariffs. 

The major portion of this section of the report is devoted to the matter of 
authorization of joint tariffs, to which subject the Commission has given much 
attention for a number of years in an endeavor to reach a satisfactory solution. 
Two methods of authorization have heretofore been used — first, the filing by each 
carrier named as party to any joint tariff of a certificate of concurrence therein, 
a separate certificate being filed for each tariff, supplement, or amendment; 
and, second, the filing of a general or blanket concurrence in all joint tariffs to 
which the filing carrier may be named ks a party, with the privilege of filing non- 
concurrence in any issue which is not satisfactory. The Commission expresses 
the view that the latter method accomplishes as much, and in some respects 
more than the first mentioned, owing to failure of carriers in many cases to file 
separate certificates of concurrence in joint tariffs, and in supplements and amend- 
ments to joint tariffs to which they are named as parties. 

ROUTINE WORK OP THE COMMISSION. 

The office work of the Commission is described in articles treating of the divi- 
sions of Operation, Rates and Transportation, and Statistics. There J^s been 
much increase of work on account of the greater number of complaints and the 
labor involved in securing enforcement of the safety-appliance and railway- 
accident laws. 

COURT DECISIONS. 

The court decisions discussed in the report include the rulings by the United 
States Supreme Court in the Baird case, involving compulsory testimony before 
the Commission. This Supreme Court decision recognizes sweeping authority 
in the Commission to obtain information from witnesses before it upon any 
subject tending to bear upon issues in cases and investigations under the inter- 
state-commerce law. The court declared that "to unreasonably hamper the 
Commission by narrowing its field of inquiry beyond the requirements of the due 
protection of rights of citizens will be to seriously impair its usefulness and to 
prevent a realization of the salutary purposes for which it was established by 
Congress." Under this decision the right to appeal direct from the circuit to 
the Supreme Court in all cases brought by the Commission is affirmed. 

Another decision is one before the circuit court for the western district of 
Virginia, in what is known as the Chesapeake and Ohio coal case, a proceeding 
brought by the Commission under the Elkins law. The decision declares unlawful 
a contract to furnish coal under terms which gave the carrier less than its pub- 
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lished rates but fails to restrain the carrier from further departing from its 
published rates. The case was appealed to the United States Supreme Court. 

The orange routing case, appl3dng to the routing of oranges and lemons from 
southern California, was decided in the United States circuit court in California 
in favor of the Commission. The court found the defendant carriers were un- 
lawfully engaged in pooling. 

Other court decisions of minor imi)ortance are stated in the report. 

SAFETY APPLIANCES. 

The good effect of the aihending act, especially in securing more effective 
control of trains through the increased use of air brakes, is marked. Since the 
law became fully operative the number of brakemen employed on trains has been 
reduced on some eastern roads upon the stated ground that the control of trains 
by air brakes renders the employment of the fohner nmnber unnecessary. The 
number of cars inspected during the year was 208,177, of which 65,183, or 31.31 
per cent, of the whole number, were found defective. A smaller niunber were 
inspected this year than last, because the provision in the new law relating to air 
brakes has entailed much additional work in inspection and securing evidence in 
air-brake violations. The inspection is made, as far as possible*, according to 
the standards of the Master Car Builders' Association. These include all matters 
relating to the safety of employees, and the inspection is therefore not confined 
strictly to appliances required by law. 'Such action tends to promote uniformity 
in equipment and practice. 

The law is generally well observed, so far as the proportion of air-brake cars 
in service is .concerned, but many of these cars are run in such defective condition 
as to be really inoperative in respect to use of the air brake. Instances of defects 
are given, and the failure of carriers to properly educate employees in the use of 
air brakes is noted. 

On account 6f the greatly increased size of trains, the opinion has been ex- 
pressed that locomotives should be equipped with two air pumps, to work singly 
or in combination. In any event, the small pumps now used should be replaced 
with pumps of the largest capacity. 

Air brake cars are frequently found cut out without anything to indicate the 
reason for such action. This is generally due to the negligence of train men, 
who fail to apply defect cards. Trainmen are often careless in the observance of 
those conditions which lead to proper compliance with the law. 

Many of the defects in cars found not in compliance with the statute were of 
such a nature as to require men to go between the cars to couple and uncouple 
them, thus placing their lives in danger and violating the spirit and letter of the 
safety-appliance statute. While 31 per cent, of the freight cars inspected were 
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found defective, only 42 out of 2,319 inspected passenger cars were found im- 
properly equipped. The number of defective passenger cars was less than 2 per 
cent, of the whole, and these defects were generally of a minor character and were 
immediately repaired. 

The number of trainmen killed in coupling accidents during the year was 278, 
and the number injured was 3,441. A large proportion of these deaths and in- 
juries were due to defective equipment, compelling the men to go between the 
cars to couple and uncouple, and might have been avoided had proper attention 
been given to the maintenance of safety appliances. When the same attention 
that is now devoted to passenger equipment is given to freight equipment, the 
number of deaths and injuries will largely decrease. 

It has been suggested that our inspectors should designate defective cars by 
marking or carding them. While this might tend to a closer inspection on the 
part of the railroad companies' inspectors, owing to the limited force of inspectors 
at the disposal of the Commission the carding of defective cars could only amount 
to scratching the surface, and would tend to shift the burden of responsibility 
for defective cars from the railroads to the Government. If the Government is to 
assume such responsibility for the carding of cars, it should have a considerable 
increase in its force of inspectors, a number of whom should be stationed per- 
manently at prominent interchange points. 

Two prominent roads entering St. Louis have issued notice that they will refuse 
to receive cars from other roads unless the coupling appliances are in good con- 
dition. This action has produced most excellent results and should be extended 
to other parts of the country. 

The number of prosecutions for violation of various provisions of the safety - 
appliance law is noted. None of the suits has come to trial, and in most cases the 
suits have been settled without trial by the roads confessing judgment and com- 
promising the amount of the penalties to a greater or less extent. These prose- 
cutions spur the roads to activity in maintaining their safety appliances in better 
condition. 

The extension of time granted to the Colorado and Southern and Denver and 
Rio Grande, to enable them to apply to Congress for a change in the amended 
law permitting them to dispense with the driving-wheel brake on their narrow- 
gauge locomotives engaged in road service and substitute the water brake there- 
for, was further extended by the Commission upon application of the roads. 
These carriers presented a bill for this purpose, and it was favorably reported 
by the committees of both Houses at the last session, but did not come to a vote. 
In view of such action in Congress, the further extension until March 1, 1905, 
was granted. 

Through concurrent action with the Ci^^l Service Commission, improved

rules have been adopted for the appointment of safety-appliance inspectors. 
The greatest care is taken to ascertain the technical knowledge of applicants for 
these positions and to enable the Commission to secure the services of the very 
best men. Inspectors are relied upon to secure evidence of violations of the 
statute, and no reliance is placed upon the furnishing of such evidence by rail- 
way employees. There must be a sufl&cient number of inspectors to follow all 
violations closely and secure evidence for their prosecution in the courts, as well 
as to keep the Conunission advised of the condition in which they find the equip- 
ment. Several court decisions relating to the safety-appliance law are men- 
tioned. 

RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 

The article in the report on railroad accidents opens with a table giving the 
principal totals for the years ending June 30, 1902, 1903, 1904. There were 
43,266 employees injured and 3,367 killed in 1904, as compared with 33,711 
injured and 2,516 killed in 1902. The figures for 1903 are intermediate between 
those for 1902 and 1904. In 1904 there were 8,077 passengers injured and 321 
killed; m 1902, 6,089 injured and 303 killed; In 1903 there were 6,973 injured 
and 321 killed. The increase in the number of deaths of passengers in train 
accidents in 1904 compared with 1903 is 64J per cent. The fact that there were 
ten unusually disastrous accidents during the year is mentioned, with the state- 
ment that notes concerning the causes of these accidents will be found in the 
appendix to the report. The number of deaths resulting from these ten accidents, 
eight of which were collisions, is about 23 per cent, of the total number killed in 
all the train accidents of the year, which comprise over 6,000 collisions and 4,800 
derailments. Although there has been earnest discussion of the subject in the 
public press, it is noticeable that the very magnitude of the questions involved 
appears to have produced some confusion, and in the multitude of causes assigned 
the real question in many cases has been lost sight of. The paramount require- 
ment, as pointed out in the last annual report, is an effective measure for the pre- 
vention of collisions. 

The Commission urges with added emphasis, if possible, the same means 
recommended in its last annual report — the adoption of the block system. As 
to whether the cost of introducing the block system would be a burden on the 
railroads, no definite claim upon this point has been presented, and it has been 
mentioned only in a vague way. The cost of introducing the manual block 
system can scarcely be called a burden when we see it introduced on single-track 
lines of not very heavy traffic and find no prominent mention of expense in the 
annual reports of the companies. The same reasons that existed for the intro- 
duction of the automatic coupler and air brake by the provisions of the safety. 

99 
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appliance act of 1893 apply to the prevention of collisions by compulsory use of 
the block system. The report discusses the use of automatic versus nonauto- 
matic signaling, and says that the question is one of immediate capital expendi- 
ture. Considered strictly on its techincal merits, the block system is the acme of 
simplicity. It is the simple embodiment of the theory that no train shall ever 
be started from a point on any main-line track until it is known that such track 
is clear of all other trains up to a certain point beyond. In other words, a space 
interval must always be maintained between trains and no dependence placed on 
the maintenance of time intervals at stations. 

The block signal cures faults due to mistakes in reading time, failures of time- 
pieces, miscalculations of speed, neglect or laziness of employees, and niunberless 
other faults familiar with those who read collision records. In addition to the 
cost, a final objection has been mentioned that unless a large number of new 
stations are established trains may be delayed at stations waiting for preceding 
trains to clear the block section ahead. The only adequate remedy, if traffic 
is active, is to divide the long section in two. In some cases permissive signaling 
is often resorted to for delayed trains, but the general answer to this, and to all 
objections, is the experience of roads of all classes, doing all kinds of business, 
on which the block system has been intelligently applied and been in use for 
years past. 

The Commission further reconmiends that the report of accidents in the annual 
reports to the Conmiission should be abolished and that the law be made to i-e- 
quire the monthly reports of accidents to cover all classes of accidents. The 
difficulty in obtaining reports from all companies within the time prescribed by 
law is mentioned. The extent of these omissions may be inferred from the fact 
that sixty-four roads admitted having omitted to report accidents after their at- 
tention had been called to them by the Commission. These omissions amounted 
to a total of 109 deaths and 226 injuries during the year ending June 30,1904. 
Suits have been brought against a number of railroad companies for failure to 
comply with the law. The great increase in the number of train accidents dur- 
ing the year has led to widespread discussion, and the causes assigned for various 
accidents have been numerous and conflicting. 

Among those mentioned are laxity of discipline, long hours of labor, employ- 
ment of inexperienced men, overtaxing the facilities of handling business, in- 
fluence of labor unions, and many others. The fact that there exists so wide a 
diversity of opinion on this important subject and a careful examination of the 
reports sent in by the railway companies covering the more serious accidents 
suggests that if the public is to be supplied with full and accurate information 
conceniing the causes of such accidents the facts ought to be made the subject 
of impartial investigation on behalf of the Government, and various reasons for 
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such investigation of railway accidents by the Government are set forth in the 
report. 

STATISTICS OP RAILWAYS. 

As a concise presentation of the results of railway operations, the Commission 
publishes each year a preliminary report on the income accounts of operating 
roads. This report is issued a soon as practicable after the close of the fiscal 
year, and thus it precedes the final and voluminous report on railway statistics 
prepared by its statistician. For the year ending June 30, 1904, the preliminary 
report embraces returns for roads representing 209,002 miles of line, or about 
99 per cent, of the mileage that will be covered by the final report. The follow- 
ing statement gives the principal items in this preliminary report: 

On the mileage stated the gross earnings of the railways were $1,966,633,821. 
The gross earnings for the previous year, on 205,313 miles, were $1,900,846,907, 
as shown in the final report for that year. For 1904 passenger earnings amounted 
to $539,428,374, freight earnings to $1,377,684,976, and miscellaneous earnings 
to $49,520,471. The average of gross earnings per mile of line was $9,410. This 
average exceeds that for 1903 by $152, and is higher than the corresponding 
average for any previous year since the organization of the Commission. Of 
gross earnings per mile, $2,581 were assignable to the passenger service and 
$6,592 to the freight service. The operating expenses of the railways for the 
year ending June 30, 1904, as shown in tli^e preliminary report, amounted to 
$1,332,382,948, being equivalent to $6,375 per mile of line, or $250 more than 
for the year 1903. The ratio of operating expenses to earnings was 67.75 per 
cent. This item, as shown in the final report for the previous year, was 66.16 
per cent. The net earnings of practically the same roads, as included in the 
present statement, were, for the year 1904, $634,250,873, and for the year 1903, 
$640,644,138. The total income of the roads covered by the preliminary report 
was $735,037,557. This amount includes $100,786,684, derived from invest- 
ments in securities of railway and other corporations and from various other 
sources. 

The aggregate of all the deductions from income chargeable against the total 
income was $682,958,610. These deductions chiefly were interest on funded 
debt, rents of leased lines, permanent improvements charged to income, taxes 
(which were $56,474,106), and dividends. These figures indicate that the sur- 
plus resiilting from the operations of such roads as are embraced in the advance 
report. was $52,078,947. The final report for the year ending June 30, 1903, 
covering both operating and leased roads, showed a surplus of $99,227,469. Ac- 
cording to the preliminary report, the operating companies included in it declared 
dividends during the year amounting to $184,450,446. It appears also that the 
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dividends declared by essentially the same roads during the year 1903 were 
$160,856,307, thus showing an increase of $23,594,139 in dividends for 1904. 
As the report under consideration is confined to the returns of operating com- 
panies, it does not include any statement of the dividends declared by subsidiary 
companies, the property of which is leased to others for operation. The income 
which these companies receive is substantially the rent paid to them by the 
lessee companies from which their own corporate expenditures, including divi- 
dends, are made. 

The Commission's report embodies a full abstract of the Sixteenth Annual 
Report on the Statistics of Railways for the year ending June 30, 1903. This 
report, a voliune exceeding 700 pages, resembles recent reports in the same series. 

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 

The report of the Comimssion closes with a short account of the sixteenth 
annual convention of the National Association of Railway Commissioners, held 
in Birmingham, Ala., November 15-17, 1904, and calls specific attention to a 
resolution adopted by the convention requesting Congress to authorize this 
Commission, on complaint and after full hearing, to prescribe a reasonable rate 
for the future, subject to rehearing upon application of the carrier when conditions 
may have changed, the rates so prescribed to be effective imless ep joined by the 
courts.
